Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes

Huge increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year. 


The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Township valuation Increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumburg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. .Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million. 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier for Cook 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE,. Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist. 54,Cropped from 7.516 to 
7.360 per $100 assessed valuation. 


In Wheeling and Palatine townships, 


where the 4.76 and 9.66 per cent increas- 
es are similar "to the proposed 6.9 per 
cent equalizer reduction, impact of the 
totals id impossible 
to predict, 
the 


spokesman said. 


"Our experience in 1972 when we had 


large increases was that even though as- 
sessments increased, there was a de- 


crease in the tax rate and a decrease or 
little change in the tax bill," the spokes^ 
man said. "You could get an increased 
assessed valuation but a adecreased tax 
bill." 


THE FIGURES announced Thursday 


could affect local tax bodies in two 
ways: 


• The assessment increases will raise 


the ceiling on purchase of tax anticipa- 
tion warrants and will increase bonding 
power. 


• The decreased multiplier could cause 
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Department heads have four-year pacts 
Efforts to 'clean house'

Houseeleaning attempts in Wheeling 


may be stymied by the fact that village 
department heads are under contract 
and cannot be fired without a public 
hearing. 


The village began offering four-year 


contracts to department heads in May 
1972. Village Mgr, George Passolt said 
the contracts were designed to provide 
department heads with job protection in 
light of Wheeling Independent Party 
(WHIP) threats in 1971 that their candi- 
dates would "clean house if elected." 


"You couldn't get decent help if they 


thought they were going to be fired every 
two years," Passolt said. "If they 
thought their job was in jeopardy every 
two years, a breadwinner can't operate 
under that kind of arrangement." 


THE CONTRACTS CAME to light as 


part of the ongoing controversy 
over 


Building Director William Bieber, who 
was indicated by a federal grand jury 
early this year. Bieber is continuing to 
draw his $21,500-a-year salary while on 
leave of absence awaiting trial for ex- 
tortion, conspiracy, perjury and filing a 
false income tax return. 


Two trustees form new 
party for '75 elections

Wheeling Trustees Ronald Bruhn and 


Albert Lang have banded together to es- 
tablish the People's Representative Par- 
ty (PREP), which may become a politi- 
cal party in the 1975 village elections. 


During the past week both trustees, 


whose terms expire in 1975, have been 
dropping the PREP party name in casu- 
al conversation at the village hall. 


"We're trying to make it so that there 


Is some identification with us as we try 
to bring some semblance of order and 
restore faith in government in Wheel- 
ing," Lang said. 


Bruhn characterized the PREP party 


as "an approach to a program for open- 
ness in government. For too long I think 
people have envisioned government as 
smoke-filled rooms, I think people will 
realize that they do have a more active 
part in government."

salary talks 


Negotiating teams for teachers and the 


school board made progress on settling 
the 1974-75 Dist. 21 contract Wednesday 
night according to Associate Supt. John 
Barger. 


The meeting broke an Impasse de- 


clared by the Wheeling Faculty Council 
Monday, after teachers refused to accept 
the 12 per cent salary raise offered by 
the school board. 


The teachers proposed a 12.2 per cent 


pay hike with an increase of $50 per year 
year in the amounts paid to instructors 
for supervising extracurricular 
activi- 


ties. The difference between the two pro- 
posals amounted to about $9,418. 


Barger, chief negotiator for the school 


board, said Thursday new proposals 
were exchanged at Wednesday's meet- 
ing. 


"We're closer together than we were," 


he said. 


The associate superintendent added 


that he is hopeful that an agreement on 
the contract will be reached at the next 
negotiating session scheduled for 4 p.m. 
Monday. 


Margo Richter, sixth-grade teacher at 


Stevenson School in Wheeling and head 
of the council bargaining team, refused 
to comment saying Barger's comment 
represented both sides. 


the current scandal stemming from a 
federal grand jury investigation into 
shakedowns of developers in Wheeling. 
Six former and present Wheeling and 
Cook County officials were indicted Jan. 
31 following the probe of two of the six 
have pleaded guilty. 


PREP is the second informal political 


party to be formed in the last year. The 
Citizens Action Program (CAP) was or- 
ganized around the leadership of Trustee 
William Hein, and includes village and 
park commissioners. Although CAP de- 
scribes itself as a citizen's lobby, the 
group has the earmarks of a would-be 
political party. 


The Wheeling Improvement Party 


(WHIP), formerly the Wheeling Indepen- 
dent Party, has also announced its in- 
tentions of running a slate of candidates 
in the upcoming election. The party has 
run on an opposition platform in the past 
two elections. 


Lang said the PREP party tag will al- 


low him and Bruhn to maintain their sep- 
arate political identity while continuing 
to work with the rest of the village 
board. 


"IT's just so that when we mention 


something we can mention who is doing 
it for the people," he said. "It's just so 
we know which group is doing it for the 
people. It's a way of being different. I

Several residents have asked that the 


village withhold Bieber's salary until 
charges against him are resolved. Vil- 
lage officials have responded by saying 
that the village would be liable to a court 
suit if they withheld Bieber's pay. 


Until this week, there had been no pub- 


lic discussion of Bieber's contract or 
those for other department heads. 


THREE OTHER VILLAGE employes 


are also under contract. Police Chief Pe- 
ter Guttilla has a contract for his posi- 
tion of captain on the Wheeling force. 
Larry Oppenheimer, village engineer and 
director of public works, is also under 
contract. Village Clerk, Evelyn Diens is 
under contract for only 'her office man- 
ager and collector's duties, since the 
clerk is ah elected position. 


Passolt said Guttilla and Fire Chief 


Bernhardt Koeppen do not have con- 
tracts for their positions as chief since 
they are covered by the village police 
and fire commission. "I couldn't fire 
them if I wanted to," he said. 


The contracts can only be terminated 


"by mutual consent of the parties" or 
"by the village for just cause after a 
public hearing thereon." 
• 
IF THE CONTRACT is terminated for 


any other reason "the full amount re- 
maining on the contract period shall be 
paid" to the employe. 


Such contracts are unusual in village 


government in the Northwest suburbs. 
Only Palatine has a similar contract 
with its police chief, who demanded the 
agreement, which is effective until the 
beginning of the next fiscal year. 


The contract demand was made after 


the former Palatine police chief was 
ousted for political reasons. Palatine Vil- 
lage Pres. Wendell E. Jones said the vil- 
lage will now consider granting such con- 
tracts to other department heads. 


Passolt said the Wheeling contracts 


were part of a mutual agreement be- 
tween the village and the department 
heads. He noted that tihe department 
heads have "no protection whatsoever 
other than the village manager." 


PASSOLT IS NOT under contract with 


the village. 


According to Passolt, no decision has 


been made on whether the contracts will 
be continued when they expire. He said 
the village has experienced no problems 
as a result of the contracts. 


Village officials and residents, how- 


ever, have indicated that some personnel 
changes may have to be made as a re- 
sult of the current scandal stemming 
from a federal grand jury probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. Six 
former and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials, including Bieber, were 
indicted following the probe. Two have 
pleaded guilty. 


If the personnel changes involve any of 


the department heads, the village will 
have to call public hearings unless the 
department heads agree to leave volun- 
tarily.

'Proper action9 taken, says police chief 
Patrolman disciplined in fight incident 


"The proper disciplinary action" has 


been taken against Wheeling Patrolman 
Armando Pizzi, according to Police Chief 
Peter Guttilla. Pizzi allegedly struck a 
handcuffed prisoner in the face Monday 
night. 


Guttilla refused to disclose what the 


disciplinary action was and his refusal to 
give that information was backed by Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Passolt, who also re- 
fused to disclose the nature of the action. 


Guttilla earlier this week acknowledg- 


ed he had heard "rumors" that Pizzi had 
struck Bruce Lindberg, 21, of 803 See- 
Gwun Ave., Mount Prospect. The alleged 
assault, occurred just after 11 p.m. Mon- 
day at the police station, 255 W. Dundee 
Rd. A fire department ambulance was 
called to the scene to give Lindberg aid 
for a bloody nose. 


LINDBERG ALLEGEDLY had been 


involved in a brawl May 1 at Wheeling's 
MacArthur Park Pub, but he had es- 
caped from police at that time. Sunday 
he was captured by Carbondale police 
and held overnight by Jackson County 
Sheriff's police. 


Pizzi was the arresting officer in the 


MacArthur Park Pub incident and police 
reports state that Lindberg had to be 
forced into the squad car at that time. 
He was charged with disorderly conduct 
and resisting arrest. A charge of escap- 
ing from police was added later. 


In a separate incident, occurring eight 


days before the pub incident, Lindberg 
was charged with aggravated assault af- 


ter he allegedly threatened and tried to 
attack an Arlington Heights policeman 
who was trying to jail him on traffic 
charges. 


Lindberg will appear June 4 on the 


Wheeling charges and May 17 on the Ar- 
lington Heights charges, both in the Ar- 
lington Heights branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court.

a cut in this year's tax receipts in gov- 
ernments, such as school districts, that 
tax at their maximum allowable levies. 
The Chicago Bead of Education could 
lose about $14 million if the multiplier is 
approved, the Civic Federation warned 
Thursday. The board, which cannot in- 
crease its tax rate, budgeted tax receipts 
of $438 million on the basis of last year's 
higher multiplier. 


The final, official tax results — second 


installment bills to homeowners — will 
be late again this year. First installment 
bills — based on 50 per cent of last 
year's bill — were due March 1 with a 
second installment deadline of Aug. 1. 


Officials of the Board of Tax Appeals 


still are scheduling hearings to protest 
assessments in Jefferson Township. All 
other township books are closed. Final 
tax bills using the assessment totals, the 
equalizer to be announced after May 27, 
are calculated by the county clerk and 
must be mailed by the county treasurer 
at least 30 days 'before payments are 
due. 


Suburbs skyrocket 
over city assessments 


Assessment in suburban Cook County 


increased 10.8 per cent and Chicago as- 
sessment Increased only 3.4 per cent in 
1973, totals released by the county asses- 
sor's office indicate. 


Vast suburban construction and quad- 


rennial reassessment of half of the 
county through the new market value 
system in 1972 and 1973 caused the larger 
assessment increase in the suburbs, offi- 
cials said.

The Senate refused yesterday to give the administration the 


power to enforce commitments made by major industries to 
hold down prices. The vote means that the Ford Motor Co. 
and other firms which made hold-the-line commitments under 
the old wage-price control law cannot be forced to honor 
them. The Economic Stabilization Act expired April 30. The 
Senate earlier voted against any new standby controls and. 
instead, to allow the administration to monitor the economy 
and enforce prior commitments. 


Threaten crackdown on kids' commercials 


Chairman Lewis Engman of the Federal Trade Commission 


yesterday threatened the broadcast industry with a direct 
FTC crackdown on television commercials aimed at children. 
The advertising industry has been discussing the issue with 
consumer groups under FTC auspices for months, but has not 
been "forthright," Engman said. Sen. John Pastore, D-R.I., 
said "The pitch is being made to a child when it's meant for 
a parent. And that's where the deception comes in." 


Gas coupons work $1 bill machines 


The Federal Energy Administration acknowledged yester- 


day that the 4.8 billion standby gasoline rationing coupons 
printed by the government can be used to activate machines 
that give change for $1 bills. Rep. Bill Gunter, D-Fla., called 
the $12.5 million printing of the coupons a "colossal blunder." 
The FEA said "It would not be advantageous to use the 
coupons in dollar bill machines" because their value on the 
open market "would be in excess of $1." 


New cockpit warning device unveiled 


A new cockpit warning device that goes "Whoop! Whoop! 


Pull Up!" was announced yesterday by Pan American World 
Airways. The new warning system tells pilots they're running 
out of air space. The instrument is used at altitudes of 2,500 
feet and below when an aircraft is maneuvering for landing 
or has just taken off. If the plane is in danger of hitting the 
ground, the system activates.

Vice President Gerald R. Ford said 


Thursday he saw overwhelming evidence 
in the White House Watergate transcripts 
that President Nixon is not guilty of an 
impeachatole offense. He predicted the 
President would regain the American 
people's trust if he is "exonerated in the 
constitutional process." \ 


But Ford, in a one-day speaking swing 


through Illinois, voiced some of his 
strongest criticism yet of the Nixon ad- 
ministration, striking out at White House 
editing of the transcripts and what he 
called the "sorry mess" of Watergate. 


He warned (hat elected officials won't 


stay in office long if they rail to listen to 
the voters. 


The vice president also renewed his at- 


tack on some leaders of Nixon's 1972 re- 
election campaign, calling them "foxes 
who passed themselves off as Republi- 
cans" and deploring what he called "vio- 
lations of traditional standards of hon- 
esty and decency in our political life." 


Ford said a "grave situation" has been 


caused by "a continuous series of revela- 
tions and reports of corruption, malfea- 
sance and wrongdoing iri the federal gov- 
ernment, not the least of which is the 
sorry mess which carries the label of Wa- 
tergate." 


"We have seen charge and counter- 


charge, indictments, confessions, con- 


victions and resignations, involving some 
of the highest offices," he said. "These 
have been hammer blows to the con- 
fidence the American people have placed 
in their government." 


"One thing every, elected office holder 


must do is pay attention to the voter," 
Ford said. "If he fails to listen, he won't 
be an office holder for very long."

Impeachment process begins 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Judiciary Committee, opening the first 
congressional hearings in a century into 
the possible impeachment of a president, 
Thursday examined secret evidence into 
whether President Nixon played a role in 
planning the Watergate breakin. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., 


wielding a big gavel, opened the hearing 
eight minutes late with a pledge to pro- 
ceed with "wisdom, decency and prin-

Then the panel voted 31 to 6 to close the 


session to television and press coverage 
end for the next three hours it listened to 
John M. Doar, special impeachment 
counsel, summarize what the com- 
mittee's 154-man staff had concluded 
about Watergate and the question of Nix- 
on's involvement in the breakin. 


Rodino and other members later told 


reporters that they were not surprised by 
anything they 'heard. 


Rodino answered questions cautiously, 


refusing to discuss what the evidence 
showed, and specifically honoring no 
questions on what the Watergate grand 
jury had concluded in the sealed report it 
wrote for the House's impeachment in- 
quiry. 


The hearings will remain closed for 


three days next week and then may be 
opened to press coverage.

'Clarence Kelley said Thursday he did not 
know if Patricia Hearst was collaborat- 
ing with the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, but that when his agents learn her 
whereabouts, they will go in and get her. 


Kelley said he did not know whether 


such an operation should be called a 
"rescue" or a "raid," but he said "we 
will make every effort not to injure any- 
body." 


"They have found the key to eluding 


the FBI up to 'this point," Kelley told a 
news conference. "We are stumped . . . 
If we do determine where she is in the 
future, we are going to go in." 


Asked about evidence that the 19-year- 


old daughter of publisher Randolph A.

about 133 full-and part-time clerical and 
secretarial personnel who are paid on the 
basis of salary ranges for various posi-

lowest pay for a full-time person of $4,700 
a year to a high of about $15.500 for em- 
ployes in the college data processing op- 
eration. The highest secretarial salary, 
he said, is about $11,000. 


The salary ranges are determined by 


consulting other school districts and mu- 
nicipalities on their pay scales and by 
using surveys by the Northwest Industri- 
al Council and other groups, Von Mayr 
said. The college negotiates salary In- 
creases with an executive council made

Hendren said several other districts in the area have con- 


tracted with Continental for this service. The Northwest 
Educational Cooperative computer network, which had pro- 
vided data processing services to all NEC districts this year, 
has been disbanded, forcing NEC districts to seek outside 
computer services. 


Hendren said the district will actually be saving money by 


using the outside service, possibly as much as $4,000. 


The board approved the sale of two of its mobile units 


which were not in use. Our Saviour Free Church of Wheeling, 
the only bidder for the two units, purchased the mobiles for a 
total cost of $800.

The Regional Youth Services Bureau, 


financially supported by the three area 
townships with pledges of $19,000 each, 
provides health service, family coun- 
seling and walk-in service. 


Mrs. Kolerus said that the decision is 


not final at this time and that the Wheel- 
ing Township youth committee will ex- 
plore the other services the bureau pro- 
vides. 


"We may tie into one aspect of it (the 


bureau)," Mrs. Kolerus said. The youth 
committee will conduct a survey on the

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Suspended 
Arlington cop 
explains case 


Arlington Heights Police Sgt. Jack We- 


ber testified Thursday that he was at- 
tempting to exchange a faulty aquarium 
thermometer when he was apprehended 
by security personnel of the Palatine 
K-Mart discount store. 


Weber also acknowledged that he was 


acting outside "normal procedure" at 
the time of his apprehension, March 21. 
He was testifying in his own defense at a 
hearing of the Arlington Heights Fire 
and Police Commission to consider 
charges against him and his possible dis- 
missal from the department. 


Police Chief L. W. Calderwood had 


charged Weber with conduct unbecoming 
a police officer by "... 
attempting to 


return merchandise in other than a regu- 
latory manner" at the store. 


THE COMMISSION ruling will be an- 


nounced Saturday morning. The commis- 
sion can dismiss Weber from the force or 
reinstate him, if it finds the charge un- 
founded. A third option is to return We- 
ber to duty, citing his suspension since 
March as sufficient punishment. 


Weber, a 12-year veteran of the Arling- 


ton Heights Police Department, was 
stopped by security personnel as he at- 
tempted to leave the store with sabre 
saw blades and the thermometer with a 
total value of $1.71 in his coat pockets. 
Weber said he was on his way to his 
truck to get a faulty themometer so that 
he could exchange it for the one in his 
pocket. 


Calderwood was the first witness 


called by village prosecutor Richard 
Thomas. Calderwood testified he first 
learned of the incident on March 22, the 
morning after it occurred. 


Weber has been suspended from the 


department without pay since March 22. 


CALDERWOOD ORIGINALLY recom- 


mended that Weber be dismissed from 
the department, but during Thursday's 
hearing he withdrew the recommenda- 
tion. He said determination of the punish- 
ment was the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion. 


Richard Buns. K-Mart security man- 


ager, testified he observed Weber open 
two plastic "blister packs" and place the 
contents in his coat pockets. He said We- 
ber left the empty containers in other 
parts of the store. 


He said he stopped Weber after he had 


gone through the checkout line and paid 
for other items. He said Weber at first 
denied having merchandise that he did 
not pay for, but when asked about the 
blades and thermometer in his pockets, 
Weber reportedly replied, "Let's go back 
Inside the store." 


Weber then said he intended to ex- 


change the thermometer for faulty one 
in his truck, Buhs said. 


Under cross-examination by Weber's 


Jack

attorney, Warren G. Petersen, Buhs said 
the exchange and refund policy was not 
posted in the store. 


PETERSON, FORMER village prose- 


cutor, at this point asked that the 
charges be dropped because the policy 
was not posted and a "service desk 
might mean nothing to a male shopper." 


Commission chairman Harold Dotts 


overruled the motion, saying the normal 
manner of returning merchandise is well 
enough known to the public not to be in 
question. 


Weber testified he opened the packages 


to examine and test the items. He said 
he bad made a previous, unsuccessful at- 
tempt to exchange the faulty aquarium 
thermometer. 


He said he carried the blades and ther- 


mometer with their packages openly and 
did not attempt to conceal them. 


He said that while in the checkout line, 


he discovered he had left the faulty ther- 
mometer in his truck and decided to 
make the exchange* after going through 
the checkout line. 


Weber said he shopped at the store 
" . . . regularly, about once or twice a 
week." He said he had made other ex- 
changes and had used the service desk 
in his visits. 


He said of his actions on March 21, 


"Yes, I would have to admit this is not a 
normal (exchange) procedure." 


Petersen then introduced about 40 let- 


ters attesting to Weber's character and 
honesty. The letters came from fellow 
village policemen, classmates at schools, 
judges and citizens. 


IN CLOSING arguments, Thomas said 


the issue was two-fold: 1. did Weber 
violate the exchange policy of the store; 
and 2, did he violate the high standard of 
conduct expected of the police depart- 
ment "... to insure public confidence in 
its integrity." 


Petersen said in his summation, "... 


this thing has been blown way out of pro- 
portion. Isn't this a human failing that 
could happen to anyone?" 


He said Weber has been "... penalized 


enough. He has suffered private tor- 
ments only he knows about."

Robert Owen Atcher will be 60 years

And he intends to celebrate by having

NO-FAULT INSURANCE: A bill to establish a nationwide, 


uniform system of no-fault insurance, passed 53-42. "No- 
fault" means that parties need not go to court to collect 
damages, because insurance companies will pay benefits re- 
gardless of who caused the accident. 


The bill, however, leaves open the option of going to court 


when serious damages occur, such as death, dismemberment 
or loss of more than 90 days work. 


The bill gives states the options of adopting 
• A state no-fault plan that meets minimum federal guide- 
lines 


• A state plan that goes beyond the federal minimum 
• A more stringent federal no-fault plan. 


Supporters argued that cutting down court battles will re- 


duce the nationwide costs of auto insurance by $1 billion per 
year, a savings to be passed on to consumers through lower 
premiums. 


Opponents argued that restricting court-access will result in 


poor-quality automobile insurance. They also said the federal 
government can not force states to adopt no-fault insurance 
plans. 


Consumer groups, labor unions and many large insurance 


companies lobbied for the bill. The Administration, the Amer- 
ican Trial Lawyers Assoc. and some large insurance com- 
panies lobbied against it. It now goes to the House.

Persistent diarrhea calls for careful examination 


I would like any advice you could give 


me. I have had diarrhea for eight years. 
I have gone through a series of tests off 
and on the past eight years. 


All my tests have been normal. But, I 


continue to have diarrhea every day. I 
am 56 years old and have one son. I had 
a hysterectomy when I was 36. Other- 
wise, I was in good health until I got 
diarrhea. Would appreciate any advice 
you could give me. 


\ 


Anyone who has persistent diarrhea 


must have a careful examination. There 
are many causes of this problem, in- 
cluding bacteria and problems such as 
amoebaisis. 


When all of your examinations fail to 


show anything at all, you have to consid- 
er that the problem is related to stress. 
This too can be treated to some extent. 


Still another possibility is that the per- 


son may be one of those rare individuals 
who has absorption problems. 
These 


people often can be helped by changing 
their diet. Strictly for a testing proce- 
dure, here is what I recommend in that 
case. Eliminate from the diet all cereals 
except rice and corn and any foods made 
with any cereals except rice and corn. 
That means you will have to prepare 
your own meals. Lots of prepared foods 
contain flour, including some cold cuts, 
hot dogs and even commercial ice 
cream. 


Also, eliminate all milk and anything 


made front milk. Eliminate coffee, tea, 
colas and chocolate. Limit your intake of 
fruit and fruit juices.

I asked one doctor 
and he said no. I would like your opinion. 


Of course she should have. It is true 


that there is a greater incidence of can- 
cer of the cervix in women who are sex- 
ually active — which doesn't always 
mean married — BUT even a virgin can 
and occasionally does get cancer of the 
cervix. All unmarried women should 
have regular examinations, including 


Pap smears and breast examinations. It 
is the easiest way to ensure a greater 
likelihood of early detection of cancer. It 
should never be neglected. I'm shocked if 
you really got the kind of an answer you 
say you did from a doctor

This will leave you with primarily just 


fish, poultry, meats, vegetables, rice and 
corn for your diet. If your diarrhea dis- 
appears on this program, you can sus- 
pect that one of the food groups elimi- 
nated is related to, your diarrhea. 


The next step then would be'to find out 


which one by adding one group of foods 
at a time to your diet. I would suggest 
first adding the cereal group since it is 
less often the culprit. Then I'd add the 
fruits and finally the milk group. Anyone 
who has diarrhea problems should not 
use coffee, tea, colas or chocolate any- 
way. 


By doing this simple program of self- 


testing you can get enough information 
to help your doctor pinpoint your prob- 
lem. If none of this works then he may 
want to give you some medicine to help 
slow down the overactivity of your diges- 
tive tract on a continual basis.

Paramedics dp it again! 


The large-scale Honeywell indus- 


trial accident last week demonstra- 
ted, once again, how fortunate we 
are to have paramedics in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The accident was tailor-made to 


create serious injuries or even 
deaths. A smoldering chemical re- 
action in a 20-gallon drum filled 
with metal chips sent toxic fumes 


The 
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throughout a section of the Honey- 
well plant in northern Arlington 
Heights, causing numerous em- 
ployes to become sick. 


Hundreds of employes were 


evacuated from the plant, and as 
some of them stumbled from the 
building, they found that an ef- 
ficient network of paramedics and 
other rescue officials were ready to 
give them instant treatment. 


A total of 33 to 35 paramedics — 


from Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows, Palatine, Buffalo Grove 
and Elk Grove Village — provided 
on-the-scene treatment. Fire de- 
partment and private ambulances 
ferried the more seriously injured 
to Northwest Community Hospital. 
After treatment a bus was used to 
bring the employes back to the 
plant. 


There were no serious injuries, 


in part due to the effectiveness of 
the Northwest suburbs' instant 
medical treatment plan. It is a 
tribute to the program's effective- 
ness that no formal "disaster" 
plan was necessary; on-duty and 
off-duty paramedics responded, 
and they provided enough man- 
power to provide fast treatment 
and removal to the hospital. 


Those of us who have benefited 


from paramedic medical help in 
the past know that these dedicated 
men are only doing their job. Along 
with firemen and policemen, they 
provide the kind of life-saving work 
of which our communities should 
be proud. 


The performance ,at Honeywell 


last Thursday can be a model for 
disaster work for other paramedic 
programs throughout Illinois and 
across the nation. We hope we are 
spared similar wide-scale industri- 
al accidents in the future, but if we 
face another such accident, we'll 
know the paramedics are prepared 
to provide massive, radio-linked, 
on-the-scene medical help — as 
quickly and efficiently as is hu- 
manly possible.

Nixon tells 'full story9

WASHINGTON — If President Nixon is 


to be impeached, he certainly is going to 
do all within his power to determine the 
limits of debate on the issue. 


He took a giant stride toward doing 


this with the release last week of 1,253 
pages of excerpted transcripts of his Wa- 
tergate-related conversations, a docu- 
ment which he claims tells the "full sto- 
ry of Watergate" and which, while caus- 
ing him acute embarrassment, will dear 
him of complicity in the scandal. 


This document does not satisfy the sub- 


poena of the House Judiciary Committee 
which is trying to decide whether to rec- 
ommend his impeachment and has de- 
manded the actual tape recordings of 


these and other Presidential conversa- 
tions. 


But his top White House aides, James 


D. St. Clair and Alexander M. Haig Jr., 
made it clear in public statements that 
this is all he intends to furnish. 


The fact that the conversations are ex- 


clusively on the Watergate break-in and 
cover-up and do not cover other such 
areas of committee scrutiny as the Milk 
Fund, the ITT Affair, the President's 
taxes and campaign contributions appar- 
ently makes no difference. 


"Watergate is the name of the game," 


St Clair says. 


The White House maintains that the 


committee's subpoena amounts to an 
unacceptable intrusion into the con-

fidentiality between the President and 
his aides which is necessary to assure 
the free flow of advice to this and future 
Presidents. 


The committee has voiced objections 


to the President assuming the right to 
determine what evidence is relevant in 
his own investigation but can do little 
about it other than add the failure to 
comply with the subpoena to the list of 
other possible impeachable offenses. 


So it appears now the President has 


stated his case. It is up to the Congress 
to decide (1) whether the evidence is suf- 
ficient to determine the facts in the case, 
and (2) whether this evidence shows him 
guilty or innocent of committing wrongs 
of sufficient magnitude to oust him from 
office. 


Having hopefully defined the limits of 


the debate, the President now has 


Based on what I have just read in the 


April 29 issue of the Elk Grove Herald 
concerning village response to fire de- 
partment budget requests, I feel com- 
pelled to try and put some things into 
perspective, especially to the types who 
advocate closing down a fire station.

would much rather prevent a fire, than 
to be faced with the grisly task of zipping 
up some small charred body into a death 
bag. Harsh words perhaps, but then fire 
is a harsh reality. 


While modern firefighting is a skill like 


no others, and that a well trained and 
dedicated firefighting force is a plus in 
any community, the prevention of fires 
should be of paramount concern to those 
who would sit on a village board. If the 
village officials feel that any projected 
estimates of fire deaths and financial 
loss are "acceptable and unavoidable," 
we are confronted with the proverbial 
"brick wall." If, in fact though, these 
same officials realize that fires can be 
prevented and fire deaths reduced, we 
then have the strongest argument in fa- 
vor of an expanded fire prevention pro- 
gram. 


Stephen Barlay, in his recent book 


"Fire: An International Report," ex- 
pounds on the feeling of many fire ser- 
vice experts all over the world, that 
being the three main causes of fires: 
men, women and children. These three 
causes, as It turns out, are the most diffi- 
cult to control. What seems to be the an- 
swer, though, is the administration of ri- 
gid fire and building codes and strict en- 
forcement: But in all too many cases this 
method is rare, and in most communities 
not adhered to for fear of stepping on 
too many toes. 


Fire, and the deaths they cause, have 


become an all-too-familiar part of our 
lives through the media, but still the sta- 
tistics are looked upon as unfortunate, 
but "at an acceptable level." The feeling 
being "gee, what an awful shame, but 
these things do happen." With'an ade- 
quately manned, organized, and funded 
prevention bureau, these things don't 
have to happen! 


Especially if the village has the guts to 


back up the ordinances and codes and 
levy heavy fines and jail sentences to 
non-compliers. 


Ask the families of those killed in fires 


in schools, hospitals, nursing homes, fac- 
tories, stores, theaters, etc. and see how 


high they feel a fine for an ignored fire 
hazard should be. 


Through strict codes and strict en- 


forcement, backed up by heavy fines and 
jail sentences, fire loss can be reduced 
drastically. In the home only education 
and voluntary home inspections can 
make an effect. But a well staffed and 
funded fire prevention bureau is impera- 
tive to reach these goals 


As a resident of Elk Grove Village, I 


have only praise for the firefighters and 
understand the frustrations they must be 
experiencing. As for the village officials 


who would hamper their efforts I have 
only a plea: 


Don't cut back funds for additional 


equipment. Don't cut back funds for a 
fire prevention bureau. Don't tie the 
hands of the department that any of us 
may have to call upon. 


Cut back instead, the opportunity for a 


fire to start. Cut back the backward 
steps, in the form of non-action, in the 
fire protection of our community. Wake 
up. Somebody has to.

ILLINOIS TOLL BOOTHS will remain open even \i the 
state's 530 toll collectors 90 ahead with their threat- 
ened strike. Tollway officials plan to man the booths 


and keep open automatic coin-collection boxes in oper- 
ation despite union contentions that severe traffic jams 
would result from a walkout by its members. 


Strike or not, toll booths will be manned 


That rumor about motorists getting 


free passage on Illinois tollways if 
toll collectors go ahead with their 
threatened strike has been squelched 
by state authorities. 


"We Intend to man the booths," 


said Ed Marsalek, assistant to the 
executive director of the Illinois Toll 
Highway Authority, of plans to use 
management and supervisory per- 
sonnel to handle the coffers on the 
three state-owned tollways. 


Speculation that drivers might be 


allowed to use the tollways at no 
charge arose when union represen- 
tatives asserted that a strike by 
some 530 toll collectors would cause 
severe traffic jams because "it is a 
sheer physical impossibility" for 
management personnel to station 
themselves at all pay booths. 


The basis for the strike talk came 


as a result of a breakdown in con- 
tract negotiations between the toll 
authority and Local 73 of the General 
Service Employes Union. Both sides 
accuse the other of a failure to come 
to en agreement on a new contract 
which expired In January. 


Neither side would comment on 


where negotiations have sputtered. 
The union charges the toll authority 
with pouesiing a "bad attitude" but 
has not set down any deadlines for a 
settlement before they take any 
strike action. The union is scheduled 


to meet today to determine its next 
step. 


Services including safety and 


emergency repair, gasoline, food and 
comfort stations would be unaffected 
by any walkout, according to tollway 
authorities.

Dogs are man's best pals, 


• 


but gardeners prefer birds 


Legend might have dogs listed a? 


man's best friend, but gardeners know 
otherwise. It's birds that help gardeners 
get rid of petty bugs, and it's birds that 
add music and life to an attractive lawn. 


Getting acquainted with the right kind 


of birds is easy if you set out an in- 
vitation or two in your lawn. The best 
Invitation is a plant, and according to 
Roy Klehm of Klehm Nursery, there are 
several plant varieties to which birds 
are especially attracted. 


Thirty-five bird species are known to 


feast on viburnums and there are many 
easy-to-grow varieties from which to 
choose. Berries range in colors of red, 
black, blue, and blue-black. The plant 
grows from two to ten feet. 


In spring, honeysuckle with its fragrant 


flowers lure birds to the lawn. In early 
summer, honeysuckle bears red berries 
especially loved by humming birds, ce- 
dar waxwings, thrushes and robins. Hon- 
eysuckle is fast growing, too. 


Cotoneaster bears red berries until late 


in the winter, keeping your lawn bird- 
infested for several months. Its beautiful, 
shiny foliage turns red to orange and 
looks especially striking in hedges. 


A vigorous climber, Boston ivy has 


leaves which turn to brilliant colors in 
fall and profuse blue-black berries dur- 
ing winter. It's a favorite plant of chick- 
adees. 


Mountain ash is a plant with graceful 


foliage and a heavy crop of May white 
flowers. Clusters of orange-red berries 


appear in August. It's a rapid grower 
and reaches 20 to 40 feet. 


Butterflies are so fond of buddleia that 


it's nicknamed the- butterfly bush. Its 
long spikes and sprays of tiny flowers 
attract birds, too. Buddleia flowers until 
frost and grows quickly. 


B l u e b i r d s , cardinals and brown 


thrashers have a soft spot for high bush 
cranberry that produces white flowers 
and scarlet red fruit that appears in fall 
and hangs on through winter. High bush 
cranberry makes a good screening plant 
as it grows to about nine feet and toler- 
ates shade. 


Especially pollutant resistant, haw- 


thorns form red fruit and act well as a 
narrow screen. Russian olive is an easy- 
to-care-for plant with fragrant flowers 
and a small fruit that's the caviar of bird 
feasting. 


A long-standing favorite are crab- 


apples. Crabapple is a perfect tree for 
this climate and bears red, yellow or 
purple fruits in fall to tempt over 44 spe- 
cies of birds. 


Dogwoods are equally beautiful and 


popular and attract over 93 species of 
birds from July through Autumn. Lastly, 
Klehm recommends .«. hardy and eco- 
nomical plant, barberry. The shrub has 
small, yellow flowers in spring and red 


Perennials pay oii year after year 


A profusion of color and beauty, from 


spring through autumn, with plenty of 
blooms for indoor arrangements or table 
decorations — these, are the rewards in 
store when you add perennials to your 
gardening plans. Perennials keep paying 
off year after year without replanting, 
and this is the time to get started. 


The choice you can make is wide as to 


colors, sizes, blooming times, location, 
landscape layout and so on, so planning 
your perennial plantings is a fine oppor- 
tunity to exercise your own creative 
flair. Your garden center or mail-order 
nurseryman can advise you about the 
right selections for your particular condi- 
tions of sunlight, soil, drainage, and flow- 
ering seasons. 


As a general rule, the best results will 


be achieved by transplanting perennials 
you select from a reliable source. 


The first step is to prepare the soil by 


spreading organic fertilizer generously 
(about two inches deep) over the plant- 
ing area. Work the material into the top 
eight inches of soil, then rake the area 
evenly. 


Plant the flowers about 12 to 18 inches 


apart to give them maximum room for 


year 


healthy growth. The hole prepared for 
each plant should be about twice the 
width and depth of the roots. 


Place the plants In the holes, making 


sure the stem parts are standing up 
straight. Pack the soil firmly around 
them, then water the planting area thor- 
oughly.

Place the vegetable in the steamer, a 


container with perforations and flexible 
sides, or a colander and lower into a pan 
containing a small amount of boiling wa- 
ter. Cover and simmer or let steam until 
vegetables are tender. 


Appropriate vegetables for this cooking

NEW YORK (UPI)— For a successful 


garden you need a plot that gets sun, is 
well drained and not full of rocks or de- 
bris. 


You will .dear this plot, work it with 


the proper tools. You will add what must 
be added to the son in the way of fertili- 
zer or other additives. 


You will do all of this before planting 


anything. ' 


The plot may be a problem. Either you 


don't have room in your yard for a gar- 
den or the yard does not provide the 
proper conditions. Plot-hunting then will 
be a necessity before you can get your 
inflation garden off the drawing board. 


This is a problem with many ambitious 


about cutting the food 'bill via home- 
grown vegetables. The solutions are 
many. You can look into public plots set 
aside by the local town government. 


If your town didn't have such plots in 


parks or schoolgrounds last year, you 
and neighbors may try to get pressure 
building for same in town. A second solu- 
tion to the plot problem: join in a cooper- 
ative gardening venture with a neighbor 
— sharing chores, costs, harvest and his 
plot. 
'

• 


The third solution: rent a plot thist is 


suitable. Some neighbors rent suitable 
land — acreage actually — in farm coun- 
try and go into their inflation gardening 
on a large scale. 


Now, assuming that you have the prop- 


er lot at your disposal, the next thing — 
and you can start when the plot isn't 
snow-covered — is to clear the plot. Free 
it of garbage, leaves, fallen branches and 
anything else that makes it look like a 
junk heap. 


You may at this stage want to plan a 


fence for the garden. This will be espe- 
cially wise if the neighborhood's alive 
with dogs, cats, squirrels, rabbits and 
other small wildlife. Dogs digging a hole 
for bones can wreck a garden. Curiosity 
can make cats cause harm. The other 
four-footed creatures have a capability of 
getting the fruits o'f your labors before 
you do at harvest time. 


About the time you're clearing the gar- 


den you may want to write away for 
some bugs. Good ones — ladybugs and 
praying mantis. These eat bad bugs. You 
buy the ladybugs by the pint — unless 
you need a gallon of them. You order 
praying mantis' by the case. It is not as 
enormous an order as it sounds. 


They are little egg cases and you place 


them in a bush or tree, somewhere near 
the garden — out of reach of ants, mor- 


tal enemies of the mantis. 


The ladybug is foremost in the biolo- 


gical control of crop and garden pests. A 
meateater, this helpful bug will kill fruit 
s c a l e s , mealybugs, bollworms, leaf 
worms, leafhoppers, fleahoppers, corn 
ear worm and aphids — among other 
bad bugs. 


The mantis chomps on aphids, flies, 


small caterpillars and other soft-bodied 
insects. As it ages, mantis eats big bad 
bugs — grasshoppers, large beetles. 


The garden section of your paper prob- 


ably carries ads from suppliers of lady- 
bugs and praying mantis. Sometimes 
churches, scout troops and other commu- 
nity groups sell the bugs as a fund-rais- 
ing method. 


Prices on the good bugs differ but W. 


Atlee Burpee Co. in its 1974 seed catalog, 
lists a carton of three egg cases for 
$2.50; two cartons for $4.50. Order for 
arrival anytime between now and June 1. 


The Burpee ladybugs are $5.50 a half 


pint and $10.75 for a quart. The Burpee 
bugs are mail order. For best delivery 
the seed growers suggest you write to 
Burpee's at Clinton, Iowa 52732. 


If you gardened last season you've got 


tools. Now is the time also to put these in 
shape.- Inspect for loose handles, bent or 
rusted metal parts. Tools must be re- 
placed if beyond repair.

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Since 1933 
All America selections give varieties smashing debut 


In 1933, the first year of the All Amer- 


ica awards, there were 11 flower winners 
and nine vegetable winners. Today, the 
1933 winners are still widely grown, and 
the breeders, Bodger and Waller, are 
still busy breeding and winning met* 
awards. 


The award winners in the past 40 yean 


have been milestones in garden achieve- 
ment, and it is evident that breeders 
have used All America Selections to give 


their best material a smashing debut into 
the world of plants. 


For instance, Sakata, the Japanese 


breeder, found a once-in-a-milBon muta- 
tion growing by a roadside. He nurtured 
it for four years and then boosted it from 
obscurity to overnight fame by winning a 
silver medal in the 1962 All America Se- 
lections. The flower's name was 
Dianthus Bravo and it was the very first 
scarlet-red in this class. 


Many new flowers are like new fash- 


ions. They enjoy a short, sensational pe- 
riod of popularity and then tail off to be 
replaced by a younger star. The true test 
of a great flower is time — those flowers 
that hit the top and stay there are usual- 
ly AH America winners. 


An example of the long-standing popu- 


larity of All America winners is Thumbs- 
Una Zinnia. When Thumbelina was first 
introduced in 1963, it won for its breeder, 
Bodger Seeds, a gold medal award and 
outsold every other flower variety that 
year. 


The first miniature zinnia, Thumbelina 


was a triumph of modern plant breeding. 
It grows just eight inches high and pro- 
duces mound shaped plants covered with 
thimble-sized blooms in a mixture of col- 
ors from white and yellow to red and 
purple. The first flowers appear when 
the plants are just three inches high, and 
they are excellent in pots or for low beds 
and edgings. 


A true breeding line, called Dark Opal 


because of its unique purple foliage char- 
acteristics, was discovered on a far-flung 
adventure. In 1949 a plant-finding ex- 
pedition to Turkey was sponsored by the 
USDA. The expedition returned with 
specimens from the Dark Opal line, a 
name given to the line by the University 
of Connecticut. 


Although the variety showed it was 


edible as an herb (much like normal bas- 
il), scientists decided it had value as an 
ornamental plant and entered it in 1960 
in the All America Selections. It won a 
bronze medal and has since proved in- 
valuable for garden decoration. 


Ornamental Basil, Dark Opal was the 


first foliage plant to ever win an award 
and many other firsts have been recog- 
nized by the AH America selections. Del- 
phinium, Connecticut Yankees, the first 
bush-type delphinums, were developed 
by Walter Flowerseed Co. from breeding 
material submitted to them by amateur 
gardener and professional photographer, 
Edward Steichen. 


In petunias, All America Selections 


honored the first truly red petunia Fire 
Chief with a gold medal while Dianthus, 
Queen of Hearts was the first hybrid 
dianthus. 


Foxy Foxglove was the first annual 


foxglove. All other foxgloves are bien- 
nials, requiring two years to flower from 
seed. Gloriosa Double Daisies were the 
first double-flowered type in this popular 
flowering class of rudbeckias. 


Marigolds represent the longest list of 


award winners and Burpee leads the 
field with 17 awards in this class alone. 
Most are still in demand. 


Among snapdragons, Goldsmith has 


made the best improvements in recent 
years, especially with his new Butterfly 
series with flared, wide-open throats. 


All America Selections has also rec- 


ognized some of the most outstanding 
new perennials 
including Columbine 


McKana Giants, which was developed by 
Burpee from breeding material supplied 
to them by an amateur gardener called 
McKana. 


Hibiscus, Southern Belle, a 1971 silver 


medal winner, grows flowers up to 10 
inches across and is hardy even in the 
north. Although it is a true perennial, it 
will flower the first year. Similarly, Hol- 
lyhock, Summer Carnival is a true per- 


ennial, but the first year will produce a 
wide range of colors. 


Popularity does not necessarily mean 


quality. Popularity can be fleeting; qual- 


ity has longer life. Luckily, for serious 
gardeners All America Selections makes 
the valuable distinction between popu- 
larity and quality in plant breeding.

It's finally May, und the calendar tells 


us that spring has truly arrived. With its 
arrival come bikes, barbecues and 
spring gardening chores. 


According to the professional horticul- 


turists at Frank's Nursery, 250 Rand 
Rd., Arlington Heights, May's the month 
to plant and feed. 


Experts advise that every lawn, no 


matter what its condition, benefits from 
spring feeding with a high nitrogen fer- 
tilizer. The fertilizer intensifies color and 
causes lawn to get thicker. If weeds are 
a problem, it's wise to use a fertilizer 
that is combined with weed killer. 


Almost everything should be planted in 


May, — trees, shrubs, evergreens, per- 


ennials, annuals, frost-tender flowers and 
vegetables, bedding plants, summer- 
flowering bulbs and roses. 


The best kind of day for planting is 


mild and cloudy. Roots should not be ex- 
posed to air or sun while digging holes, 
and plants must be kept covered until 
they are set in place. Holes should be 
large enough for roots to spread, and 
balled and burlapped evergreens need 
large holes so that the soil can be worked 
firmly around ball.

Save by sowing properly 


With some lawnseed varieties in short 


supply and the better types more costly 
than common grass (the new cultlvars 
do not yield seed so abundantly), sowing 
seed carefully makes especial sense this 
year. 


A well-prepared soilbed requires as 


little as 2 pounds of quality seed for each 
1,000 square feet. In fact, if you are will- 
ing to endure weeds for awhile, even 
l i g h t e r seeding rates are possible 
(though not suggested). 


If a thin lawn needs bolsering, scarify 


it, making scratches which will catch 
new seed. Seed perched on top of thatch 
out of contact with soil has little chance 
of rooting. If your lawn shows much or- 
ganic layering, dethatch it. A "power 
rake" or "vertlcle mower," which slices 
into sod with saw-like blades, can be- 
rented for week-end lawn renovation. 


After scarification, whether by ma- 


chine or hand raking, spread seed 
uniformly, working it into the scratches 
before they become obliterated. A seed- 
er-spreader sows seed more accurately 
than is possible by hand, the cyclone 
type casting seed in a wide arc that cov- 
ers ground quickly. If you sow by hand, 
reserve half of the seed for a second cas- 
ting at right angles, to better assure 
against misses. Should it prove difficult 
to sow seed so thinly, extend it with saw- 
dust, sand, cornmeal or something of 
similar particle size, to provide more 
bulk. Dragging an inverted leaf rake, or 
a mat over the lawn should wind up the

Remaking the lawn entirely is more 


drastic, but provides a better soilbed. 
Plow down the old vegetation, spreading 
fertilizer as soon as any necessary grad- 
ing is completed. Cultivate shallowly and 
work the surface level. Small areas can 
be rotary tilled; but old vegetation is not 
buried so neatly as with moldboard plow- 
Ing, and it may be necessary to rake out 
sod clumps which surface during level- 
ing. Try to end up with a loose, fairly 
chunky surface, avoiding excessive til- 
lage that breaks down soil structure. Sow 
seed as for renovation. 


Choose lawnseed of good quality in 


which perennial fine-textured grasses 
predominate. This may be occasion for 
introducing up-to-date cultivars. New 
varieties are attractively low-growing 
and tolerant of disease. If you would like 


a listing of new bluegrass, fine fescue, 
bentgrass and perennial ryegrass vari- 
eties, send a self-addressed, stamped en- 
velope to The Lawn Institute, Route 4, 
Marys viUe, Ohio 43040. 


Mulching wit! assist new seedings. A 


mulch protects against wash, but even 
more important, it prevents the soil from 
drying out quickly. Clean straw spread a 
few straws deep, stringy peatmoss, 
chopped twigs, excelsior, woven nettings, 
or other loose materials that will let the 
seedling grass poke through, make ac- 
ceptable mulches. Once soaked, a new 
seeding needs only light sprinklings 
thereafter. Sprouting will be faster in 
warm weather than in cool, but a fuzz of 
green should be visible within two weeks, 
especially if the seeding mix contains 
any of the handsome new perennial rye- 
grass varieties.

The ideal soil is one that holds mois- 


ture and at the same time allows a con- 
stant flow of air through the soil, bring- 
ing oxygen to the roots and removing 
carbon dioxide from the soil. 


The ideal soil is a combination of the 


good points of sand and of clay. 


Sand provides fast drainage and good 


aeration, but fails in the water-holding 
department. 


Clay is-tops in water-holding ability but 


dangerously low in supplying air to the 
soil. 


Water is a hazardous necessity. As wa- 


ter fills the spaces between soil particles, 
it drives out air. In soils with a high pro- 
portion of clay, water remains a long 
time in the pore spaces and the roots are 
deprived of oxygen for many hours. With 
some plants this temporary lack of oxy- 
gen is severely damaging. 


R'JS easy to drown plants in clay soil. 


The spaces between soil particles are so 
small that even a thin film of water will 
shut out air. Not until the roots take up 
some of the water is there room for air 
in the soil. The gardener who manages a 


clay soil must learn to provide an alter- 
nate wetting and partial drying of the 
soil; the drying will allow air into the 
soil. 


This simple test can be done by a child 


to let him learn more about his surround- 
ings. 


To test a soil's water-holding capacity 


in pots, first allow the-soil to dry. Fill 
pots with soil to about an inch from the 
top. Fill chimneys 2/3 full. Pour on a 
pint of water. Then, note how long it 
takes the water to begin to drip into the 
jars and how much water comes from 
each soil. Compare the water-retaining 
capacity of different soils by figuring 
the amount of water left in the soil after 
it finishes dripping. 


Now test the capacity for drainage. 


When any one of the containers stops 
dripping it has all the water it can hold. 
Pour a pint of water into the container 
and notice the time it takes to move 
through the soil into the jar below. Com- 
pare the time it takes for a pint of water 
to collect beneath each jar. 


Which soil would your plants survive?

Organic gardening suits 
some vegetable varieties 
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Organic gardening without the use of 


chemicals to control weeds, diseases and 
insects grows more popular with many 
homegardeners each year. 


You can increase your chances of suc- 


cess with organic gardening if you follow 
some established gardening practices, 
says Joe Vandemark, University of Illi- 
nois vegetable crops specialist. 


As a starter, choose varieties that can 


be grown with little or no danger of dam- 
age from disease or insect pests. 


Vandemark says radishes, lettuce, on- 


ions, leeks, chives, beets, chard, mus- 
tard, Chinese cabbage, parsnips, salsify, 
peas, spinach, sweet potatoes, turnips 
and most herbs fill this bill and can be

around, which means it transpires 
year around, too. Ask a local nursery 
about special care for this type of 
evergreen. 


If you're interested in using biological 


methods to control Insects, such as a 
spray of Bacillus thuringiensis, you may 
add green beans, cabbage, kale, collards, 
brussel sprouts, broccili and cauliflower 
to your gardens' roster. 


You can grow tomatoes — the most 


popular garden item with home garden- 
ers — if you hand-pick tomato horn- 
worms and stake, tie-up or mulch the 
plants to prevent plants or fruits from 
coming in contact with the ground. 


Sweet corn can also be grown success- 


fully in Illinois without the aid of chem- 
icals if you pay attention to timing, Van- 
demark says. Plant after the first week 
of May, but before the end of the month. 
Corn planted during this period will gen- 
erally silk after June IS and before mid- 
July, a period during which there is little 
risk of serious earworm infestation.

NEW YORK (UPI) - At planting 


time, get out the garden blueprint or 
plan you worked up indoors during cold 
weather. 


You will have at your fingertips pack- 


ets of seeds and tiny plants from the gar- 
den center or grown indoors by you. You 
also may have some of the newer seed- 
ing things — like seed tape, available in 
20-foot lengths. These have seeds scien- 
tifically spaced to insure vigorous emer- 
gence and eliminates a lot of the thinning 
chores later. The tapes can be cut in 
quarters or halves. 


Another seeding thing is a seed stick. 


This looks like an ice cream bar stick 
with a pointy end to make It easier to 
poke it into the ground. The stick con- 
tains seed. 


Ahead of time you will have marked off 


the garden according to your blueprint, 
using little stakes and the cord or twine. 


Lay out straight rows, using the string 


between two stakes. Make shallow fur- 
rows with a hoe or by pressing a board 
or rake handle into the ground. (Or you 
can use a trowel Up.) 


When using seed packets, simply fol- 


low packet directions. 


Horticulturists say both flowers and 


vegetables do best If they are sown In- 
side from six to 10 weeks ahead of out- 
door planting time. If interested in this 
approach, purchase seeds which were set 
inside around mid-March. 


More and more gardeners get a head- 


start with seedlings. The seedlings often 
are put in shallow wooden boxes, called 
flats, when they have one or two pairs of 
leaves. 


Some gardeners put them in Individual 


peat pots which can later be planted 
directly in the garden. As peat pots dete- 
riorate, they help condition the garden 
sod. 


in its helpful guide, Gardening for 


Pleasure, the Burpee people give these 
additional tips: 


About a week before putting seedlings 


In the garden, toughen them by gradu- 
ally exposing them to more air and a 
lower temperature. They should also be 
watered less from then on. 


If you have a cold frame — a rectangu- 


lar wooden box frame with glass on top 
outdoors — use that. If not, move the 
seeding to a warm, sunny and protected 
place outside. If heavy frost is predicted 
at night, you may need to bring seedlings 
in at night or shelter them with news- 
papers, burlap or baskets placed upside 
down over them. 


A child's wagon or a wheelbarrow also 


is handy for holding flats and pots of 
seedlings. Wheel them out into the sun in 
daytime, back into a garage or shed at 
night. 


An hour or more before you transplant 


into your garden, water the flats or con- 
tainers well, letting them drain. This re- 
duces wilt and shock. 


With a trowel or knife, carefully lift 


seedlings and reset them about the same 
depth they grew before. If the stems 
seem too long and spindly, set them a bit 
deeper. Press the soil around roots care- 
fully and water well. 


Latest lettuce scoop 


The latest "scoop" from Ortho Is this: 
Use ice cream scoop and not a trowel 


when transplanting lettuce, tomatoes, 
cabbage. It gets the same depth and is 
faster and easier. 


Newly transplanted seedlings need to 
be shaded during the hottest part of the 
day and protected from strong wind until 
roots have taken hold. An inverted flower 
pot or basket will do it. 


Cultivate shallowly around plants ev- 


ery week or so to keep soil in good condi- 
tion and kill weeds while they are small. 


To conserve moisture and keep weeds 


down, cover ground around plants with a 
four to six-inch layer of straw, peat or 
grass clippings. Black plastic mulch ac- 
tually will induce earlier ripening of mel- 
ons, cucumbers and squash. 


In "How to Grow Your Own Vege- 


tables" Meredith, Creative Home Li- 
brary, author Michael Kressy suggests 
you keep notes on what you do. List the 
crop, variety, amount planted, date 
planted and date and amount of harvest 
plus comments. 


Crops for beginners might include 20 


feet of'corn, beds of zucchini squash. 
..Also 10 feet of pole beans — green and 
lima; 10 feet by three feet of tomato 
plants with stakes; peas, followed by 
carrots and beets; swisschard, lettuce, 
cabbage in a bed two feet by 10 feet and 
a one by 10 feet row of scalUons, parsley 
and radish. 
In the introduction to "How to Grow 
Your Own Vegetables," Professor C. L. 
Thomson from Amherst, Mass., gives 
reasons besides cost-cutting for families 
aiming for gardening. 


The professor of vegetable crops, Col- 


lege of Agriculture, University of Mas- 
sachusetts, put it this way: 


"The food-producing garden is an ideal 


place for the entire family to get in tune 
with nature, to find spiritual as well as 
physical and mental fulfillment." 


Mowing is not fun, but it's necessary 


Your favorite daydream probably 


doesn't include a fantasy of you mowing 
the lawn, but it is a necessary task 
you're going to have to face now that 
spring is bringing life to your grass. 


When daydreaming about mowing, 


think about the height at which you set 
the mower. Mowing too low ruins as 
many bluegrass lawns as does any other 
disaster. The taller the grass, the deeper 
the roots. 


Mow ordinary bluegrass about two 


inches high or at least one-and-a-half 
inches. (Raise the cutting edge by about 
a half-inch in hot weather to provide 
shade for the roots. 


Daydream about lawn mowing often, 


too. When grass grows too tall, the lawn 
is injured. A good rule of thumb is to 
mow each time the lawn adds another 
third to its height.

trouble if they attempt to grow vine 
crops such as cucumber, muskmelon, 
pumpkin, squash and egg plant. These 
crops are attacked by insects that can be 
controlled only by chemicals. 


Follow these important steps to further 


assure success for your gardening ef- 
forts: 


• Plant in rows and thin to proper- 


spacing. 
• 


• Don't water in the evening or walk 


through the garden when it is damp to 
avoid spreading disease. 


• Use fresh, commercial seed that is 


grown under disease-free conditions. 


• Keep weeds and grass out by shal- 


low hoeing or mulching. Weeds compete 
for fertility, water and space. 


• Don't work the soil when it is wet to 


avoid soil compaction. 


• Use compost, manure sewage 


sludge, steamed bone meal, rock phos- 
phate and muriate of potash, hard ash or 
wood ashes to provide adequate nutrients 
for your garden's plants. 


• Plant at the proper time. 
• Use mulches, stakes, cages or train- 


ing methods on plants whenever feasible.

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Shade trees bring beauty, fight pollution, filter dust 


The worth of shade trees is beyond 


question. 


They beautify the landscape, increase 


the value of property, improve the envi- 
ronment, lessen heat and cold, reduce 
noise and wind velocity, provide feed and 
shelter for birds and other wildlife and 
filter dust from the air. 


Shade trees are divided into two main 


groups, deciduous and evergreen. De- 
ciduous trees produce new leaves every 
spring which die and drop at the end of 
the growing season. Evergreen trees 
hold their leaves for one or more years. 


Deciduous and evergreen trees may 


have one of two kinds of leaves, broad- 
leaf or needle leaf. Broadleaf trees bear 
leaves with broadly expanded blades. 
Narrow, linear leaves are typical of 
needle-leaf trees, examples of which are 
pine, larch and spruce. 


Branching habits also differ among the 


many species. Some trees, such as white 


pine, have a single trunk with horizontal 
branches. Trees such as white oak have 
ascending branches. Willow trees have 
pendulant branches, and an elm is an 
example of a tree with a dividing trunk 
and spreading branches. 


In the description of the tree, the rate 


of growth is given as fast, moderate or 


N 


TRUNK DIVIDES: branches spread. 


slow. Deciduous trees generally grow 
faster than evergreens, but the growth 
rate varies among all species and vari- 
eties. 


As trees age, their rate of growth usu- 


ally slows. Old trees can often be rejuve- 
nated and young trees stimulated by 
pruning, fertilizing and other mainte- 
nance practices. 


The life of shade trees varies with spe- 


cies, climate and soil. Trees such as 
white oak, American elm and sugar 
maple may live for 150 years. Red 
maple, weeping willow and redbud may 
start to decline after 30 to 60 years. 


Some shade trees produce conspicuous 


flowers (magnolia, tulip poplar, mim- 
osa), but most have only inconspicuous 
flowers and the flower period is very 
short. Flowering can also be objection- 
able in some species. Shade trees 
should be selected for other criteria rath- 
er than flowering habits. 


Weather requirements should be fore- 


most in tree selection. It is imperative to 
know how much cokt the species can 
withstand, its moisture demands and its 


reaction to heat. Soil should also be con- 
sidered, for some species grow poorly if 


the soil is too alkaline or too acid. 


The rate of growth of different kinds of 


shade trees is another factor to consider. 
Trees that grow quickly often have weak 
wood that is damaged by storm and de- 
cay. 


Size and shape are also important, and 


some species' roots can clog sewers if 
placed too close. 


The faults of trees must be balanced 


against the species' good qualities, and 
the best way to select the variety is to 
talk with a professional landscaper or 
nurseryman.

Weekend driving limitations 
leave time for lawn care 


•RANCHES art ascending. 


•RANCHES are pendulant. 


No one likes the restrictions on week- 


end driving, but at least there are some 
compensating advantages. It provides 
extra time to do things for which there 
never seemed to be time before. For the 
homeowner it could be a home improve- 
ment project, such as screening in the 
patio, repainting the house, replacing 
those sagging gutters or putting in a 
fence, a swimming pool, a deck. 


One of the simplest and most reward- 


Ing improvement projects is beautifying 
the home lawn. Dramatic progress can 
be made at relatively little expense with 
just a few hours of work spread out over 
several weekends. No special training or 
skill is required because so much infor- 
mation is available. You can get advice 
and literature at most retail outlets han- 
dling lawn products. Or you can write 
directly to many lawn companies. 


Actually, a lawn improvement pro- 


gram isn't very complicated. The key 


The best advice a gardener ever had 


was "Don't try to live with an unfavor- 
able soil." Nothing dampens the en- 
thusiasm for a garden more quickly than 
hard to manage soil. 


What is favorable soil? seed packets 


say "Plant in well drained, sandy loam." 
That is soil in which water moves quick- 
ly, never completely shutting off move- 
ment of air through the soil. When water 
. replaces air in clay soil, the roots suffo- 
cate. 


A very sandy, light soil is well drained 


but frequent watering washes out nutri- 
ents. 


The only quick way to change either 


clay or sandy soil to a substitute for a 
rich loam is with the addition of organic 
matter. Not just a little, but lots of it! 
The quantity must be large enough to 
physically change the structure of the 
soil. About one-third of the final mix 
should be organic. This can be any one 
or a combination of compost, manure, 
sawdust or ground bark. 


Spread a 2" thick layer of organic mat- 


ter over the soil and in addition spread 
the recommended amount of a com- 
mercial fertilizer (4 to 5 pounds of 5-10-10 
per 100 square ft.) and till both layers 
into the soil thoroughly. 


In using raw sawdust, add one-half 


pound of actual nitrogen for 10 cubic feet 
of sawdust, i.e., using 18 pounds of a 5-10- 
10 fertilizer for 100 square feet covered 
with a 1" layer of sawdust. 


Peat moss alone needs to have ground 


limestone added at the rate of 5 pounds 
per 100 square feet. 


For the small space, roof-top, pot-box- 


tub gardener, garden supply stores have 
soil substitutes which have many advan- 
tages over the out door vegetable plot 
and are almost foolproof as a growing 
medium. Use the mixes straight in small 
containers or extend with garden soil for 
raised beds or large containers. 


Adventuresome souls can make their 


own soil. 


Here Is one recipe: 
1 part vermlculite (3 bags, 4 cubic 
ft.) 
1 part peat moss (2 bales, 6 cubic 
ft.) 
6 pounds commercial fertilizer (5- 
10-10) 
2 pounds superphosphate 
5 pounds agricultural lime 
Mix. Mix, Mix. 


Dampen peat moss and mix 


roughly with vermicullte, then 
scatter other ingredients over all. 
From this pile take a shovel full at 
a time building up a new cone 


• 
shaped pile. Let the material 
dribble down the skies. Do this 


three times. 
There is a lot to be said for planting in 


an ideal mix. It cuts down the normal 
hazards of diseases and pests in the soil 
and practically eliminates weeds. It is 
light weight so that containers can be 
moved for the most favorable growing 
climate. 


elements are adequate watering (nature 
does most of that), periodic fertilizing 
and control of weed, insect or fungus in- 
vaders. Of these, periodic fertilizing is 
the key. It's what really builds up turf, 
gets it thick and sturdy and green. How 
often fertilizing should be done de- 
pends a lot on the fertilizer used. The 
best choice is a slow-release, prolonged 
feeding lawn food. Ideally it should be 
spread every two months during the 
growing season. That's four times a 


Superstition 
clouds history 


of tomatoes 


Historically, tomatoes have had what 


might be termed a love, hate, love cycle. 
Sixteenth century Europeans knew them 
as "love apples," believing they bad aph- 
rodisiacal qualities. 


Somewhere between the 16th and 19th 


centuries they came to be considered poi- 
sonous. This was a belief held by many 
people until nearly 1900, and is probably 
reflected in the genus name, Lycopersi- 
con, which means "wolf peach." 


Today, practically everyone loves to- 


matoes, which are outranked as our most 
popular vegetable only by the potato. 
Modern hybrid tomato varieties, prob- 
ably bear little resemblance to the "love 
apples" of more than 300 years ago. 


We now have tomatoes that are red, 


yellow, tiny, huge, round and oblong. 
There are special tomatoes for special 
purposes such as slicing, canning, stuff- 
ing. And not one of them is poisonous.

year, even tipping to two or three times 
will give you marked improvement. 


Weed control today, for most common 


weed varieties, is quite simple. Crah- 
grass, foxtail and other coarse grasses 
can be prevented with a preemergence 
control spread once a year. Dandelions, 
plantain, chickweed and other broadleaf 
weeds can be cleared out with a post- 
emergence control. Either or both con- 
trols are even available combined with a 
slow-release fertilizer, so your weeding 
can be taken care of automatically when 
you fertilize. A true work saver! 


Lawn insect control and lawn fungus 


control can be used as preventives, but 
most lawnowners tend to use them as 
cures only if and when the problem 
arises.

NATIONAL SELECTED MORTICIANS 
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'Nixon-Graham doctrine' threatened 


The wounds of Watergate have scarred 


both the prominent and the obscure, the 
pious and the pragmatic. 


But one wonders if anyone has felt the 


moral anguish of Watergate as much as 
the popular evangelist and close friend of 
President Nixon, Billy Graham. 


For at least two decades, the two men 


has been warm friends, playing golf to- 
gether during Nixon's years as vice pres- 
ident and becoming, after Nixon's eleva- 
tion to the highest ofifce, the President's 
closest religious adviser. 


INDEED, MANY observers — some of 


them strong critics of both Graham and 
Nixon, others more laudatory — have 
seen in the relationship the development 
of a "Nixon-Graham doctrine." 


They see it as a link of public policy 


questions with a particular form of spiri- 
tuality which has come to 'be known as 
civil religion — religion in which Amer- 
ica Is conceived of in the same terms as 
ancient Israel and the American people 
are considered a contemporary "chosen 
people." 


The long relationship between the two 


men has been complex, dependent in 
part on how each of them views his min-

istry or mission — their relationship to 
both religion and America. 


RICHARD PIERARD, an evangelical 


scholar and admirer of Graham's evan- 
gelistic success, examines the relation- 
ship in a recent article in the influential 
"The Reformed Journal" and asks the 
question: "Can Billy Graham survive 
Richard Nixon." 


Pierard suggests he can but that be- 


cause of Graham's own personality traits 
— his loyalty and sincerity — any break 
with the President would be an agonizing 
one. 


"Nixon has been his close personal 


friend for over two decades," Pierard 
notes, "and a man of integrity and gen- 
uine Christian character 
would not 


desert a friend in dire need." 


PIERARD CITES a former associate 


of Graham who said the evangelist had 
complete trust and reliance on his ad- 
visers. Graham, then, according to Pie- 
rard, "has come to rely on him (Nixon) 
with almost childlike sincerity and con- 
fidence." 


Pierard concludes that "the President 


is taking advantage of Graham's sincere 
desire to minister to heads of state. 


"Graham's simplistic social ethic, rug- 


ged individualism, naive conception of 
America, and tendency to place implicit 
confidence in his friends are weaknesses 
that can be exploited," Pierard added. 


SEPARATING HIMSELF from other 


Graham critics, Pierard said "It is chic 
in some circles to denigrate Graham. I 
have no desire to join that chorus, to 
gainsay his achievements, particularly in 
the realm of evangelism." 


But the evangelical scholar did say 


that those converted through the Graham 
effort must be taught "how to live a total 
Christian life — one with an impact on 
the social, political and economic aspects 
of their existence as well as the spiritual. 


"Graham and his people could be 


doing more in this respect than they 
have so far, and I am fearful that the 
ties with Nixon could retard further 


Two men and faith 


John Wesley: 18th-Century leader 


who had the ''gift of the spirit9

Of the eight offices or positions out- 


lined by St. Paul for Christian lead- 
ership, the most difficult and divisive be- 
longs to those who speak in tongues. In- 
deed, after St. Paul includes this cate- 
gory in his leadership list, he devotes al- 
most another chapter describing its prob- 
lems and drawbacks. Nevertheless, 
speaking in tongues was part of the reli- 
gious expression, then and now. 


Religious ecstasy certainly was a 


source of the emotion described in the 
book of Acts concerning the day of Pen- 
tecost. The specific term for speaking in 
tongues is Glossolalia — a formation of 
two Greek words to describe the rambl- 
ing vocal sounds that emerge from the 
believer. Speaking in tongues has been 
considered a "gift of the Spirit" and his- 
torically has appeared hi the life style of 
many religious groups. 


In the 18th century, John Wesley dis- 


covered rather soon that many people re- 
sponded to his forceful, direct evangeli- 
cal message with psychological reactions 
that bordered on the explosive. Wes-

ley did not promote this violent behavior, 
yet neither did he put it down. In his 
"Journal" he offers a thoughtful insight: 


"THE DANGER was to regard ex- 


traordinary circumstances too much, 
such as outcries, convulsions, trances, as 
if these were to the inward work, so that 
it could not go on without them... 


"Perhaps the danger is to retard them 


too little; to condemn them altogether; 


to imagine they had nothing of God in 
them, and were a hindrance to his work. 
Whereas the truth is: 


• God suddenly and strongly con- 


vinced many that they were lost sinners; 
the natural consequence whereof were 
sudden outcries, and strong bodily con- 
vulsions; 


e To strengthen and encourage them 


that believed, and to make his work 
more apparent, he favoured several of 
them with divine dreams, others with 
trances and visions; 


e In some of these instances, after a 


time, nature mixed with grace; 


• Satan likewise mimicked this work 


of God in order to discredit the whole 
work; and yet it is not wise to give up 
this part, any more than to give up the 
whole. 


"At first, it was doubtless wholly from 


God. It is partly so at this day. And he 
will enable us to discern how far, in ev- 
ery case, the work is pure, and where 
it mixes, or degenerates."

Indeed, In one 
of his letters he speaks of the burden of 
oversight and administration of the 
young churches in Asia Minor. 


Casual critics of Church bureaucracy 


ignore the sensitive ministry that has 
served Christ in some many difficult 
tasks. Most leading churchmen — in any 
century — have devoted countless hours 
to administration and the "Lord's busi- 
ness." The Salvation Army is able to ac- 
complish so much among the world's 
down and out because it has always 
maintained a powerful, business like op- 
eration. 


Schweitzer would never have built and 


sustained an African hospital without the 
midnight hours of correspondence, fund- 
raising, and application for grants. 


THE MEN and women who guide the 


vast institutions of education, health and 
human concern for the Christian Church 
are In the center of ministry — the word 
within administration. The great reli- 
gious publishing houses could never have 
formed without those people who devel- 
oped printing skills to follow their devo- 
tion to the Master. The YMCA and the

YWCA owe their existence to committed 
Christians that matched conviction with 
the hard tasks of bookkeeping, person- 
nel, and property management. 


We are reminded that at the beginning 


of this century, Robert E. Speer directed 
the world missionary enterprise for the 
Presbyterian Church, yet managed to 
publish a book a year for 24 years — his 
academic and spiritual interests were 


not lost in budgets and annual meetings. 


Some leading administrators at the col- 


lege and university level have directed 
the growth of major institutions while 
continuing to offer theological insight to 
the entire Christian community. In some, 
like the late Howard Lowry of Wooster, 
Ohio, pulpit, classroom and corporate af- 
fairs achieved a happy blend. 


Dr. Lowry was one of the first to salute 


the secular advance in social concerns 
for the poor, the black, and the deprived. 
He believed that the Church constantly 
required 
renewal 
and recovery — 


often delivered from the critics standing 
outside. On the other hand, Lowry was 
aware that many secularists were forget- 
ful of the religious heritage that shaped 
and sustained their present foundation. 


His classic sentence stands: 


"In the City of Man there is still a 


bank with a cross above its door where 
men borrow money from a window they 
swear is closed."

A KEY TO THE breaking of those ties 


could be Graham's realization that he 
and the President have fundamentally 
different faiths. 


"For Richard Nixon," Pierard writes, 


"Christianity is simply a segment of the 
image he conveys to the public. It is po- 
litically desirable that he be regarded as 
deeply religious. Further, his religion is 
mainly an ethical construct rather than a 
body of orthodox beliefs." 


For Graham, on the other hand, Chris- 


tianity ''is the very heart and core of his 
being . . . The sincerity of his com- 
mitment to Christ and to the Gospel min- 
istry is beyond question." 


"Unfortunately," Pierard concludes, 


"Graham himself does not appear to rec- 
ognize the basic difference between his 
faith and the President's, and this leaves 
him open to exploitation by Nixon."

NEW YORK — Don't bother to check 


the calendar because as far as television 
people are concerned, the American Bi- 
centennial already is with us. 


The year, of course, is 1976, but at the 


networks and elsewhere planning is well 
along for television's contribution to the 
big birthday year. 


In fact, the Columbia Broadcasting 


System in March and April telecast two 
one-hour specials. 


They were the first of Its "The Ameri-. 


can Parade" series of 13 houvbmg spe- 
cials linked to American history to be 
spaced out over three years in con- 
junction with the Bicentennial. 


THE NATIONAL Broadcasting Co. will 


begin its participation this fall by airing 
the first of six one-hour dramas about 
Abraham Lincoln that are keyed to the 
Bicentennial and will be broadcast dur- 
ing the 1974-75 and 1975-76 seasons. 


The 3M Co. has hired the facilities of 


the Hughes Television Network, which 
arranges .special station lineups for spe- 
cial broadcasts, for the broadcasting 
over the next three years of a series of 
dramas exploring the country's history. 
There may be seven or more of these 
produced by veteran and prize-winning 
documentary specialists Helen Jean and 
John Secondari. Top authors are pre- 
paring the scripts. 


The American Broadcasting Co. has 


not yet announced its plans, but these 
are well under way. 


"SANDBURG'S LINCOLN" is the title 


of the NBC series, obviously based on the 
notable biography of the martyred Presi- 
dent by Carl Sandburg. Actor Hal Hoi- 
brook, who has spent a considerable part 
of his career impersonating Mark Twain 


and reading his works in one-man the- 
ater performances, will portray Lincoln. 


The first of the six dramas will be 


broadcast Sept. 6 from 10 to 11 p.m. Pro- 
duction on the series begun May 2 at 
Paramount Studios in California. George 
Schaefer, prestigious theater and tele- 
vision veteran, is the producer-director, 
and such outstanding playwrights as Je- 
rome Lawrence, Robert E. Lee, Loring 
Mandel and Emmet Lavery are among 
.the writers. 


NBC also has a six-part series of inter- 


related drama specials created by Pulit- 
zer Prize novelist James Michener. This 
is a fictional skein that begins in 1800 
and depicts the evolution of an American 
family as it migrates from the Eastern 
Seaboard to a mid-America community 
that grows from an agricultural to an 
industrial center. Sidney Carroll, an 
Emmy award-winning writer, is pre- 
paring the scripts, 


CBS WILL TELECAST one more of his 


"The American Parade" series this sea- 
son, with four to follow in 1974-75 and six 
in 1975-76. 


The 3M series by the Secondaris is ti- 


tled "From Sea to Shining Sea," and the 
premiere episode, to be televised early in 
September, is called. "Give Me Liberty." 
Ernest Kinoy, a celebrated video author, 
is the writer of this one. 


The series, filmed in historic spots, will 


concentrate on the fates of assorted im- 
migrant groups and their contributions to 
this country. The first story is set in the 
1770s, and deals with an itinerant trader 
named John Freeborn. He will be a con- 
tinuing character whose attitudes, occu- 
pations and ideas change through the 
decades.

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The Chicago Cougars will play their 


portion of the final round of the World 
Hockey Association playoffs against the 
Houston Aeros and superstar Gordie 
Howe at the Randhurst Twin Ice Arena, 
It was announced by Walter Kaiser, the 
team's President.

(106,3). In the six games played between 
the two teams this past season, Chicago 
won two and Houston won four. Those 
two Cougar victories came in Chicago's 
three home games; the Aeros won all 
three of the games played In Houston. 


All tickets for the Chicago portion of 


the series are priced at $13.50 and that 
cost includes free parking. Tickets are 
available on the series as well as single- 
game basis. 


The Cougar box office is open from 10

Kaiser went on, "to play in Chicago Sta- 
dium. Cities all over the United States 
and Canada wanted us to play in their 
arenas. It appears that Wlrtr (Stadium 
owner Arthur Wlrtr> was unable to re- 
turn our many phone calls or reply to 
our telegram. The important thing is that 
our Chicago fans will get to see the Con- 
gars play In the Chicago area. 


"The league has strongly urged that 


we play our portion of the final round in 
a larger arena. This would force us to 
leave Chicago in search of a facility not 
presently available to us here. The fans 
are the most important element of any 
major league sports operation.

make room for top Class A boys in Class AA 


Two-class system in track is fine but... 


The case for a two-class system in high 


school track and field is pretty strong. 


Only 10 per cent of the 853 boys who 


competed in last year's state final meet 
were from Class A (enrollments of 750 or 
less) schools. 


Only four of the 47 schools scoring 


points in 1973 were Class A. 


The last school with a Class A enroll- 


ment to win a state title was Eldorado in 
1925 — the final year of the previous two- 
class system. 


The only school with a Class A enroll- 


ment ever to win the one-class team 
championship in track and field was 
Biggsvi lie in 1890 and 1900. 


If you just look at the figures, there 


can be no question that a two-class sys- 
tem In high school track and field is 
needed. That's why it wasn't surprising 
this week when the Illinois High School 
Association announced that a two-class 
system for track will be initiated in 1975. 


However, there was something missing 


in that announcement that has to bother 
any real track and field buff. Class A 
schools obviously are capable of produc- 
ing state champions at any level of com- 
petition, and it would be a crime not to 
have some method of making sure those 
boys were recognized. 


Craig Virgin was the greatest distance 


runner this state, has ever produced, a 
national record-holder in the two mile 
run. He ran for Lebanon High School last 
spring, enrollment 410. That's Class A, 
folks, and it boggles the mind to think 
that a world-class runner like Virgin 
would have had no chance to compete 
against the "big" boys at a state meet. 


Granted, there aren't that many Craig 


Virgins who emerge on the state track 
and field scene, but they do come along 
and they shouldn't be deprived of run- 
ning at the strongest level of overall 
competition. 


Craig Young of Stillman Valley fin- 


ished third in the state two mile run last 
spring with a clocking of 9:06. He's back 
this year. Stillman Valley has an enroll- 
ment of 440. That's Class A, folks, and 
Young is a Class AA performer all the 
way. 


There are seven sprinters in the 


state right now who have covered 100 
yards in 9.7. Three are from Class A 
schools. Rushville High School has boys 
among the state's best in the pole vault, 
shot put and discus. Rushville has 500 
students. 


One of the biggest kicks I've ever had 


covering state track and field meets was 
watching a stocky sprinter from Camp- 
bell Hill-Trico win the 100 and 220 yard 
dash titles in 1966, Allen Deppe practiced 
on grass but still won the state sprint 
titles. Trico has an enrollment of 345. 
That's Class A. 


Don't get me wrong. I would be the 


first to admit- that you will always 'have 
exceptions and that, for the most part, 
Class A entries have not done that well 
through the years in state meets. 


I also agree that a two-class system has 


merit because It should provide a dra- 
matic increase in the interest and partic-

ipation in the sport throughout Illinois, 
and participation is what it's all about 
anyway. You want to get as many kids 
involved as possible. 


The Class A and Class AA state basket- 


ball ,and wrestling tournaments have 
been tremendous successes. There is 
something very special about competing 
in a state tournament, and athletes from 
the smaller schools would never have 
that chance without a class structure. 


However, there also is something very 


special about the sport of track and field, 
something so special that it should com- 
mand a different arrangement in the 
class setup. 


Do you look at a 9:06 two-miler and 


ask what kind of competition he's been 
running against? Naturally not. Who 
cares if he's running against boys from 
schools of 2,000 or boys from schools of 
200? 


This is a sport where you can compare 


the best boys throughout Illinois on a 
weekly basis with the numerous honor 
rolls, building your enthusiasm, for the 
time the best are brought together for 
the state finals. 


You may have a youngster with a 20-0 


record in wrestling from a Class A 
school, for example, but records often 
deceive. You do know that when someone 
runs a 9:06 two-mile it matters not who 


also was in the race. The watch tells the 
story. 


That's why I feel the state should treat 


track and field in a different manner. I 
am in favor of a class structure IF they 
also give the top Class A kids a chance 
to compete in the Class AA meet. 


You obviously could hold the meets on 


different weekends, leading off with 
Class A as they do now in basketball. 


Wouldn't it be possible to automatical- 


ly send the Class A state champions to 
the Class AA meet? And couldn't yon 
also set up some type of time/distance 
standards that must be reached in the 
Class A finals by anyone other than the 
state champs?

Class AA finals, but I can't think of any. 


Maybe the state is fearful 6t , jtting a 


precedent for other sports, but I still feel 
each sport has to be considered separate- 
ly. 


Maybe there's a fear that the Class A 


state champion would lose something if 
he didn't do well in Class AA. I doubt 
that. He wouldn't lose his Class A state 
championship, aqd that's the important 
memory he'll carry with through the 
years. He'll still have his medal. 


I've followed Illinois high school track 


and field lor over 20 years, and I just 
hate to think that the outstanding per- 
formers in Class A competition, however 
few in number, should ever be deprived 
of improving their marks or competing 
against the Class AA athletes in a state 
meet situation. 


They don't have to count the Class A 


performers in the Class AA team stand- 
ings, but at least let the kids run. 


Track and field is such an individual 


sport that it just has to be treated in a 
different way when they go to a class 
structure in 1975. 
• It's the stop watch that counts. 


.It's the tape measure that counts. 
That's the very important difference.

Harper trackmen seek spots in nationals

It will be sudden death for the Harper 


track squad this weekend. Door-die in 
DeKalb. 


The Hawks will be going into the Re- 


gion IV junior college meet at DeKalb 
with fingers crossed. Coach Bob Nolan is 
fully aware of the kind of com petition" his 
boys will confront, and he's counting on 
top performances from several Hawks. 


"We've qualified athletes for the na- 


tional finals five years in a row," said 
Nolan, "but the outlook isn't quite as 
bright for us this year." 


The trackmen from Region IV who 


qualify at DeKalb will advance to the big 
three-day junior college meet held for 
the second straight year at Pasadena, 
Tex., hosted by San Jacinto Community 
College. That meet will take place May 
23-25. 


But first come the qualifying tests and 


for Harper that means competition 
against the best of the midwest's junior 
college talent, including defending out- 
door champion DuPage, this year's In- 
door champ Parkland (Champaign), and 
perennial power Lincoln Land (Spring- 
field). 


Nolan is pinning his hopes on Paul 


Strealer and Phil Fiore. Strealer has 
pole vaulted 13-6 consistently this season 
and he has barely missed the i4-foot 
mark on several occasions. Fiore excels 
in three events — the long jump where 
his season's best effort is 20-8%, the 100- 
yard dash (:10.1 tops), and the 220 
(:23.1). Strealer and Fiore also team 
with Mike Davey and Steve Strom in the 
440-yard relay. Their best time is :44,9. 


"We're hoping Strealer can give a real- 


ly good effort," Nolan said. "He hasn't 
hit 14 feet yet, but he's come real close. 
Fiore could do it in the sprints. He might 
have his best chance in the 100.

By Monday, Churchill Downs had con- 


tacted the plague. 


Or at least that was the impression the 


comparatively paltry crowd left on Bill 
Rudy who had witnessed over 163,000 
fans in the same Louisville monument 
for the 100th running of the Kentucky 
Derby just two days earlier. 


"The place seemed deserted and thee 


there were 9,000 here Monday," Rudy 
claimed in retrospect of viewing his first 
Derby in person. "I guess that just em- 
phasizes what a spectacular event the 
Kentucky Derby really is." 


BUI kad a bird's eye view of the Run 


for the Roses from a perch In the press 
box overlooking all tke color and pag- 
eaatry associated with tke first leg of the 
Triple Crown races. 


But the 25-year-old wasn't a visitor or 


a member of the working press. Instead, 


Jim Cook 


BUI Rudy could Indirectly be deemed one 
of the hosts of the Derby. 


Rudy is Director of Publicity at the 


Downs and a survivor of what college 
fraternity initiators politely refer to as 
"hell week." 


It was in his home town of Arlington 


Heights that Bill first became acquainted 
with the thoroughbred racing game, 
quite by accident. 


While attending Arlington High Ms 


senior year, Bill and a friend stumbled 
across Arlington Park as a source of af- 
ter-gchool employment. 


"We started washing walls in the win- 


tertime when there was no heat, but we 
thought by doing this, they might keep us 
on when the racing season started in 
summer," Bill recollected. 


"They did ask us back for jobs in their 


maintenance program that summer and 
part of my responsibility was driving the 
track's ambulance. 


"I was able to watch nearly all the 


races from the control tower where they 
fill up the water trucks and Patrol Judge 
Joe Navigate began explaining exactly 
what we were seeing from up there." 


The sport of kings fascinated Bill Rudy 


to the point where he was absorbing in- 
formation like a memory bank. 


"One day someone in the Racing Office 


became ill and Joe asked me if I'd like 
to move in there for 125 a day to cut the 
entry books. He didn't have to ask 
twice." 


Bill finished the summer in the office 


and was recruited as the entry clerk the 
following season when a rift between 
marje Everett and Bill Miller caused an 
official's crisis at Arlington Park. 


Serving as an apprentice program for 


Rudy, he was promoted to the Clerk of 
Claims and finally, at age 19, the na- 
tion's youngest Patrol Judge during the 
summers of his college days at Drake 
University. 


Upon graduating In 1970, Bill remem- 


bers, "The job market was super tight 
and I really didn't know what I wanted 
to do." 


Bill returned to Des Moines and 


latched on with Better Homes and Gar- 
dens where he prepared releases for the 
local radio and television studios and be- 
came involved in the company's commu- 
nity-minded public relations program. 


"One 
day the manager of Better 


Homes jokingly handed me a help-want- 
ed ad for the publicity director at 
C h u r c h i l l Downs, Idddingly saying, 
"That's right up your alley, isn't it?' 


"The only prerequisites the job de- 


manded were a knowledge of the thor- 
oughbred industry and the ability to com- 
municate with turf writers nationwide. 


"I went ahead and sent them a resume 


and forgot about It, but about two years 
later, they asked if I could come right 
down and take the job." 


Rudy initially got his feet wet handling 


the 24xlay fall meeting at Churchill 
Downs in October before taking the 
plunge in the organization and promotion 
of the 100th Kentucky Derby. 


"It's a year-round job," Rudy said. 


"We've already begun reading over the 
clippings from what the newspapers had 
to say about it, trying to improve it and 
beginning to map our strategy for next 


year. 


"I've seen Arlington Park during its 


big days — Memorial Day, Fourth of 
July — when they have in excess of 
40,000 people (here, but it's no com- 
parison to the Derby," Bill said. 


"I couldn't have written a better job," 


he bubbled now that Ms first record- 
breaking episode was freshly inked into 
the books. 


"But there were times during Derby 


Week when it got pretty hectic. I usually 
got down here at about 6:30 in the morn- 
ing to meet the trainers as they shipped 
in, providing accommodations and still 
getting information for the 6-8 stories we 
were writing each day. 


"The phone was ringing constantly. In 


fact, I bad to take it off the hook, both 
here and at home, just to occasionally 
concentrate on what we were doing with- 
out being interrupted. 


"Of course, we received a ton of mail 


each day, too. You wouldn't believe all 
the instant friends you have during Der- 
by Week. People who I've probably 
met, but don't remember, asked for tick- 
ets. 


On Derby Day, Bill arrived at Church- 


ill Downs at 6 a.m., probably waking a 
few roosters along the way. By 9:30 
p.m., Bill was on Ms way home, perhaps 
still trembling from the roar of 163,040 
Derby witnesses, but pacified from the 
mint julips and knowing he helped pull 
off 
the most spectacular single-day 


sports event in the world. 


And speaking of pulling it off, Bill re- 


ported that the number of streakers on 
hand didn't quite meet his expectations. 


"I'd say there were about 9-10 obvious 


incidents. I thought there would be more. 
The most notable was the aerial shot by 
some guy who climbed a flagpole in the 
infield and then dropped his trousers. 


"But for the size of the crowd, knowing 


that if 163,000 people decided to do some- 
thing all together there isn't much to 
stop them, I think they were well-be- 
haved." 


From washing walls at Arlington Park 


to calling the public relations shots at the 
100th Kentucky Derby. 


And making a new friend along the 


way. How ''bout for next year's Derby, 
Bill?

Tonight's finals of the Mid-Suburban 


League's track and field meet will get 
under way at 6:30 at Prospect High 
School and several interesting races are 
on tap — particularly in the sprints. 


The sprints have not been the strong 


suit in the MSL this season. No league 
runner has even come close to the state 
qualifying times in the 100-yard dash and 
the 220 So the competition may be slow 
— but it will be keen, nonetheless. 


Although the results of Thursday's pre- 


liminaries, which were held weather 
permitting, weren't available at press 
time, some tentative matchups can be 
expected. 


Both events are wide open with no con- 


ference sprinter the clear choice in ei- 
ther race. In the 100, Rolling Meadows 
freshman Rick Sutton has registered the 
best time in the MSL this season, :10.3. 


No other league runner — with the ex- 
ception of Forest View's Rick Mir- 
ro — has bettered :10.5. Mirror is out of 
the competition with an injury. 


The top clocking in the 220-yard dash 


this year was'posted by Wheeling's 
Pete Piet at :23.0, The Wildcat sprinter 
rattled off his second :23 flat last week. 
His main battle may come from Rolling 
Meadows' Greg Bowen, who turned in a 
:23.2 at last week's Crystal Lake Relays. 


If the MSL is relatively weak in the 


sprint events, the league boasts strength 
in other events, especially in the longer 
distance races. Three runners entered in 
the 880 have met the state standard of 
1:58 and four rollers have bested the 4:29 
qualifying mark in that event. Three two- 
milers have clocked better than 9:40 and 
a pair of 440-runners have edged under 
:51.0. 


But, for each athlete, the MSL season 


conies down to one determined effort. 
Tonight's finals will decide it all.

You can be a rich man 
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Art adds to life...andpocketbook, too 


by LEA TONKIN 


On the morning of April 8, 1973, a 


young west suburban couple headed to- 
ward a Long Grove gallery for a first- 
hand look at a Picasso print. Before they 
could plunk down the $1,600 asking price, 
an unpredictable thing happened: Pi- 
casso died. The asking price for the 
same print by mid-day rose to $2,600. 


Another item in a tasteful money- 


maker's scrapbook Dick Perry, director 
of the Merrill Chase art gallery in Oak 
Brook, located a hard-to-find print of Pi- 
casso's "The Frugal Repast" for an in- 
vestor. The prospective buyer pondered 
the asking price of $19,000 for a few 
«wks — It was too high, he thought. 
When Picasso died, the print was re- 
moved from the market The investor fi- 
nally purchased the same print late in 
1073 for $30,000. 


"OIL TANKERS, antiques and art are 


three investments people get excited 
about," said Perry as he discussed dis- 
enchantment with the stock market. Con- 
ceding a personal preference for art, 
Perry said an increasing number of in- 
vestors are joining in the pursuit of fine 
art. 


"Over the years, most people who 


bought art not only for their own pleas- 
ure, but as investment, were the very 
wealthy," said Perry. "They went about 
tt quietly, privately." Art investment 
within the past two years has shed its 
blue nose image. 


Novice art investors — primarily 


young people — find they can shell out 
less than the price of a new car for a 
piece of fine art: paintings, prints, sculp- 
ture. Unlike the auto, a well-chosen art 
work can only increase in value, Perry 
said. 


WHERE TO START in art investment? 


First, discover and develop your art 
tastes, Perry suggests What's exciting, 
interesting to you? Once you've deter- 
mined your likes and dislikes you can 
narrow down your investment choices. 


Visit bookstores and libraries for re- 


source materials. Visit galleries. Read 
art magazines. Follow auction prices. 
Deal only with reputable art dealers. 


Fine prints represent the hottest art 


market for the art investor, Perry be- 
lieves He suggests the works of four art- 
ists as potentially good investments: Pi- 
casso, Chagall, Miro and Dali Plan to 
spend a few hundred dollars for lesser 
known artists, $10,000 and up for selected 
prints by Picasso and other popular art- 
ists A 10-year investment period is ad- 
visable, says Perry. 


PICASSO PRINTS purchased in the 


$500 to $600 range in the mid 1960s now 
sell for $12,000 to $20,000, but no guaran- 
tee is offered for profit-seekers. "We're 
not stockbrokers or crystal ball gazers," 
Perry said. Previous sale prices and cur- 
rent popularity of an artist's work are 
good indicators of potential profits. 


Look to Norman Rockwell and other 


artists who are nearing the end of their 
productive period for investment art, ad- 
vises Sean O'Kelly, owner of O'Kelly's 
Gallery in Long Grove "A young couple 
looking for a profit can be certain they'll 
outlive him. It's a shame that an artist 
has to die before his paintings become so 
valuable," O'Kelly, himself an artist. 


HE SECONDS THE notion that art 


should primarily reflect the investor's in- 
terests and personality, rather than mon- 
etary interests. "The purpose of art is 
life enrichment," said O'Kelly. "It's as

important to you as food and drink — it 
feeds your soul." 


"There is no such thing as a used 


painting," said O'Kelly He prefers origi- 
nal oil paintings and watercolors for In- 
vestment and enjoyment. "It's a com- 
pletely different feeling, finding a one-of- 
a-kind oil," he said. 


For $300 and up, said O'Kelly, an in- 


vestor can purchase a painting or print 
which promises to increase in value. An 
investor is not limited to art works "on 
the shelf" Dealers can arrange transac- 
tions in London, New York and other 
markets for everything from a Sargent 
watercolor to a Dali lithograph The ex- 
perienced investor may go it alone, bid- 
ding at auctions for selected pieces. 


"YOU HAVE TO be careful whom you 


buy from," emphasized O'Kelly. Over- 
priced paintings and fakes in the graphic 
arts can be sidestepped by a knowl- 
edgeable buyer A certificate of authen- 
ticity is supplied by galleries to the buy- 
er. 


An exchange plan is offered by many 


galleries 
Purchasers 
whose

change or who decide their art in- 
vestment is not appreciating in value as 
quickly as anticipated can bring the 
piece back and exchange it for another 
piece for a specified period of time, said 
Mrs. Lilly Ramonis of the Masters Art 
Gallery in Schaumburg. She recom- 
mends lithographs for profit seekers, 
naming Picasso, Miro and Chagall as im- 
portant artists. 


BEWARE OF THE pitfalls in art in- 


vestment, warns Bruce Duncan, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Appraisers Associ- 
ation and owner of the Duncan Galleries 
in Northfdeld. Duncan, who teaches an 
art investment course, said investors 
could potentially earn a 400 per cent re- 
turn on investment within one year — 
Picasso, Toulouse-Lautrec and Rem- 
brandt etchings were big gainers in 1973, 
for example. Yet "more go down in val- 
ue than those that go up," he said. 
"Many are trumped up, and the bottom 
drops out. 


"Seventy per cent of art sold in the 


market is purchased because it's a status 
symbol," Duncan said. "The trick is to 
invest in (he other third. 


"Prints and etchings are showing the 


greatest movement in prices," Duncan

continued. He advises a minimum $500 
two to three-year investment in art — 
following careful study. 


"FOR THOSE WHO can afford it, you 


can buy a presentable etching by Rem- 
brandt for $1,500," Duncan said He cited 
a Barren's finance report which named 
fine art prints and etchings as the best 
investment of 1973' "If you put $1,000 in 
now, the worst you could do a year from 
now is to have a $1,500 investment," he 


"The biggest problem is that you don't 


have the liquidity, as in stocks and 


bonds," Duncan cautioned. "You have to 
find a customer — someone who wants 
what you have " 


Duncan adds that an art work may 


fetch a high price at a local gallery de- 
spite its relatively tow value in the mar- 
ket. "Without knowing what you're 
doing, it's like going into the stock mar- 
ket," he said.

When you visit Colonial Wllhamsburg, 


if you can, go In early spring or fall, for 
the cab driver told us 105 degrees is not 
uncommon In the summer. Then be sure 
to drive or take the bus trip six miles 
southeast of Williamsburg to Carter's 
Grove Plantation, which is now a part of 
the Williamsburg Foundation. On the 
way you will see miles and miles of 
clearing and landscaping being prepared 
for a giant new complex of entertain- 
ment parks, motels, and restaurants. 
This is a development of the Anheuser 
Busch company and is adjacent to their 
sprawling breweries. Now how can they 
compete with colonial ale? 


Of Carter's Grove, a noted architect 


and author, Samuel Chamberlain, has 
said, "It is the most beautiful house in 
America," and if he means beautifully 
and authentically Georgian, I'm sure he 
Is correct. Located overlooking the 
James River, Carter's Grove has been 
host to George Washington (he really did 
sleep here), Thomas Jefferson and a host 
of foreign dignitaries. The mansion was 
once owned by Robert Carter, an In- 
fluential and wealthy resident of the Vir- 
ginia colony, owner of 300,000 acres of 
land and 1,000 slaves. As I listened to the 
tour guides, it seems the fact of a slave 
society is usually glossed over. 


CARTER'S GROVE was well-known to 


the Virginia planter aristocracy, and 
balls and parties here were frequent. 
There is a romantic legend about the 
"Refusal Room" - 
that here both 


George Washington and Thomas Jeffer- 
son were spurned by local girls in their 
offers of marriage, and that any flower 
left in the room overnight will wither and 
die. 


The paneling, classically carved, is all 


home-grown "loblolly" yellow pine, fa- 
vored by the original owner over any im- 
ported wood, and the carved stairway is 
described as "a masterpiece of early

Georgian brought to its finest maturity." 
Deep scars in the stair railing are re- 
puted to be marks from the sabre of Col. 
Banastre Tarleton, a really revolting 
revolutionary, who ascended the stair in 
a fit of rage, horse and all, backing the 
railing all the way as he rode. And at the 
very top the tip of a sabre is imbedded in 
the wood. 


The kitchen, shown in the picture, was 


a center of continuous activity, and this 
room is reported to be the oldest part of 
the mansion. It was once a separate 
building, as was often the case, but was 
connected to the main building in 1928. 


THE MANSION is furnished with an- 


tiques, reproductions and even modern 
pieces of the last owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Archibald McCrea, and lovers of pewter 
will find a great collection displayed. 


Virginia women who act as guides an- 


swer any question one may have about 
the place and really know their antiques. 
They are eager to help with any research 
problem, and will gladly tarn over the 
bowls so that one may read the markings 
on the bottoms One self-appointed wag 
on our tour noted that the punch bowls 
were much larger than the bowls used 
for washing up, and that the colonists 
must have been more concerned with liq- 
uids inside than outside!

Old West even bloodier 
than the movies depict 


"FRONTIER VIOLENCE," 


by W. Eugene Holton 


Oxford, S7.9S 


Our violent heritage has come under 


public scrutiny in the last few years. The 
more that is revealed, the more we real- 
ize most of the bloody events would not 
make the kind of cowboy and sheriff 
movies we're used to. 


Most people know by now that Wyatt 


Earp and bis brothers were more gang- 
sters than Technicolor heroes, There's 
even a move to deglamorize Kit Carson. 
Now Holton, a teacher and historian, has 
unearthed some shocking information 
about less famous citizens of the last 
century. 


Our treatment of the Indians not only 


was violent but utterly dishonoest. Not 
one treaty made with the Indians since 
1789 has been kept by the federal govern- 
ment, according to this author. 


Between the almost universal hatred of 


Indians and the doctrine of manifest des- 
tiny (every time we wanted to expand 
our borders onto someone else's land, it 
was our "manifest destiny" to doso) the 
Red Man never had a chance. 


ONE OF THE MOST dreadful exam- 


ples is the annihilation of the peaceful 
"Diggers of California," an odd Indian 
race who averaged four feet eight inches 
in height with shocks of black hair. They 
ate insects and vermin and almost any- 
thing that crawled. Revolting, yes, but 
hardly a reason for their extinction. 


The targets of violence were not just 


Indians In the West, the attitude toward 
the Chinese resulted in what historians 
term "one of the most violent and bar- 
baric episodes in the history" of Califor- 
nia, as when a mob of 500 Los Angelinos, 
armed with pistols, bowie knives and 
rifles, hanged, shot and beat to death 25 
Chinese. The murder of Orientals, the 
author says, became a common occur- 
rence In the last half of the 19th Century. 


This book won't make you proud to be 


an American, except perhaps in the 
backhanded way that Americans can feel 
proud of their ability and willingness to 
self •criticize.

again in "Mind Over Matter," his second 
witty album for Brut records. 


Klein's cynical, come-on-who-do-you- 


think-you're-kidding attitude comes 
through clearly on such diverse subjects 
as restroom graffiti and "Wallowing In 
Watergate," game shows and mysticism, 
vice presidents we have know and "In 
Praise of the Harmonica," television 
record offers and racing announcers 
("Fred Capossella") and the Riggs-King 
tennis match and small-town comedians 
("The Borscht Belt)." The named skits I 
feel are the album's best. 


Klein, who will appear at Niles' Mill 


Run Theatre tonight through Sunday, 
even sings, as in the autobiographical 
title song. If you have a funny bone, 
Klein'll find it — and then bust it. 


MOVIE SOUNDTRACKS, on the other 


hand, seldom are humorous and rarely 
sell well. The two-record set from the 
season's blockbuster film, "The Great 
Gatsby" (Paramound record^), is selling 
wen though. Its appeal, apart from an 
Inside full of color stills from the movie, 
lies in the selection of songs from the 
Gatsby era. 


Newly recorded under the supervision 


of bandleader Nelson Riddle (who also 
wrote the movie's incidental music — 
some of which is included in the album), 
there are plenty of memory-generating 
tunes, such as "The Sheik of Araby," 
"Five Foot Two, Eyes of Blue," "Yes, 


Sir, That's My Baby," "Charleston," "It 
Had To Be You" and "Alice Blue 
Gown." 


More rousing is Michel Legrand's orig- 


inal score from the movie "The Three 
Musketeers" (Bell records). Stylistically, 
Legrand's music captures all the pomp, 
romance and excitement of the classic 
swashbuckling tale. "Main Titles" and 
"Four Abreast" are very good. 


BOSSA NOVA lives. Mainly in the mu- 


sic of Sergio Mendes and Brasil '77 
whose new album is "Vintage 74" (Bell 
records). Although not quite so good as 
last year's "Love Music," the album 
stands out because one of the two female 
singers, Bonnie Bowden, Is allowed solos 
on six of the 10 songs. She scores best 
with Leon Russell's "This Masquerade." 


The album is mostly the light, smooth 


pop with the Brasilian beat with which 
Mendes has become synonymous. An ex- 
ception is "Superstition," one of three 
Stevie Wonder songs included on the al- 
bum. 
Other highlights are the Portugese 


"Lonely Sailor" and the wordy, in- 
triguing "The Waters of March," written 
by Antonio Carlos Jobim. 


"Live At the Winter Garden" (Colum- 


bia records) is Liza Minnelli's newest 
and it is quite good, although much of 
the material is unfamiliar. The best 
songs are those which are already known 
well, such as "Cabaret," a slowed "Shine 
On Harvest Moon" and an interesting 
mix of Gordon Lightfoot's "If You Could 
Read My Mind" with the show tune 
"Come Back To Me." 


The set, which closely resembles her 


typical nightclub act, is a bit too re- 
strained for my taste though.

Korchnofs clever rook-pawn trap pays off with win 


Although surprises are multifold on the 


chessboard, they are limited in frequen- 
cy and degree by the prevailing circum- 
stances. There are times when play vibr- 
ates with possibilities, some treacherous 
and difficult to see under game condi- 
tions. But there also are those Instances 


How the 
chessmen 


move 


THE PAWN moves only forward 


one space, with the exception of its 
first move when it has the option of 
moving two spaces forward. It cap- 
tures one square diagonally forward. 


THE KNIGHT moves and captures 


In the form of a capital L — two 
spaces In either a horizontal or ver- 
tical direction and one space to tin 
right or left. It is the only piece pe*'. 
milled to jump over other men. 


THE QUEEN, the most powerful 


piece on the board, moves and cap. 
tares diagonally, and horizontally 
and vertically, along the ranks and 
files. 


THE ROOK (occasionally called 


the castle) moves and captures hori- 
zontally and vertically, along the 
ranks and files. 


THE BISHOP moves and captures 


diagonally. 


THE KING moves and captures 


one square at a time in any direc- 
tion. 


when only gentlemanly procedure forbids 
a careless yawn. 


Those positions in between the two ex- 


tremes can be the most dangerous for 
the player who tends to slough off a bit. 
For example in the situation given in our 
first diagram, white seems to have a 
clear edge. Black has-

two weak pawns to defend, I.E., the king 
pawn and the king rook pawn. White's 
rook is actively placed, to combine 
threats against these pawns with aggres- 
sive play by his king. 


It is true that white may not imme- 


diately play 1) RxRP. For black will an- 
swer with 1.. ., R-N6 check, 2 ... R-K6, 
which wins the king pawn. 


But when I recently played over the 


game from which this position is taken 
(Petrosian-Korchnoi, Moscow-Leningrad 
match 1963), I was pleased at Petro- 
sian's actual move in the given position. 
He played 1. P-Q6, which increases the 
pressure and white's initiative. (Of 
course, black may not play 1 ... RxR. 
After 2. PxR check, he will not be able to 
stop both of white's advanced passed 
pawns.) When I then glanced at the 
score to see Korchnoi's reply to P-Q6, 
though, my eyes wandered and I found 
myself startled to see the final result of 
the game, given as "and white resign- 
ed." 


I quickly played through the remaining 


moves with impatient curiosity. This is 
what happened: 


With 1. P-Q6, white had threatened 2. 


RxR and 3. P-Q7 etc. and queening. 
Black therefore answered 1. P-Q6 with 1 
. . . R-KR1, protecting the king rook 
pawn, and white confidently played 2. 
K-N4, intending to follow with 3. K-B5 
and 4. RxP. The wily Korchnoi played

R-KB1, and our 


second position was reached.

Petrosian then blundered terrily. He 


played 3. RxP?? whereupon Korchnoi re- 
sponded with 3 .. ., P-B6 and the game 
has been decided. (See Diagram 3.)

There is no way of stopping the ad- 


vanced pawn. If 4. KxP, then K-N2 and 
check! The double attack with dis- 
covered check wins the rook. Petrosian 
pathetically tried 4. K-N5. But after 4 ... 
K-K1, he resigned; the pawn is unstop- 
pable. 


Not surprisingly, white did have a way 


to win. Petrosian himself suggested after 
the game that the position alter 1. P-Q6 
(as given in our last diagram), is a clear 
win for white, if it is black rather than 
white who is on the move. He could have 
contrived that situation, he said by play- 
ing 2. K-K2! After 2 ... R-R2, he would 
play K-B2! and then after 3... R-R1, he 
would play, finally 4. K-B3! Black is now 
on the move, as desired. After he plays 4 
. . . R-R2, white could play the variation 
he tried in the game. But this time the 
black rook can't get to the king-bishop- 
one square in time. 


Both the losing and wining variation 


are elegant and instructive.

Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes 


by AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Huge Increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year. 


The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Township valuation increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumburg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973, 


• Maine. Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million. 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion-, an increase of) 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier for Cook 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist. 54 dropped from 7.516 to 
7.360 per $100 assessed valuation. 


In Wheeling and Palatine townships, 


where the 4.76 and 9.66 per cent increas- 
es are similar to the proposed 6.9 per 
cent equalizer reduction, impact of the 
totals is impossible to predict, the 
spokesman said. 


"Our experience in 1972 when we had 


large increases was that even though as- 
sessments increased, there was a de- 


crease in the tax rate and a decrease or 
little change in the tax bill," the spokes- 
man said "You could get an increased 
assessed valuation but a adecreased tax 
bill." 


THE FIGURES announced Thursday 


could affect local tax bodies in two 
ways: 


• The assessment increases will raise 


the ceiling on purchase of tax anticipa- 
tion warrants and will increase bonding 
power. 


• The decreased multiplier could cause

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Village seeks 
control of streets 
at condo projects

Village Mgr. Daniel Larson will recom- 


mend the village control and maintain 
s t r e e t s i n a l l f u t u r e con- 
domlnum/apartment complexes, thus 
taking the burden off private homeowner 
associations. 


Larson said it Is unfair that residents 


of these developments should pay to 
maintain streets when they are paying 
taxes to the village for that purpose. Be- 
sides, he said the village is better 
equipped to take care of streets. 


"Under the present setup they're (resi- 


dents) paying for the same streets three 
tunes," he said. The residents in private 
developments, he said, pay for streets 
when they purchase their homes, in their 
monthly homeowner assessments and 
when they pay taxes. 


"What I want to do is eliminate one of 


these payments," Larson said. His rec- 
ommendation will be considered by the 
village board Monday night.

many lost dollars to local school dis- 
tricts. 


Hltzeman estimates the loss to Dist. 96 


could run at least $91,000 in the education 
fund alone. 


Dist. 123 Assistant Supt. Edwin Ellis 


has said Stevenson High School could 
lose between $100,000 and $200,000 in an- 
ticipated revenue. 


IF TAX BILLS are not issued before 


Aug. 1 as predicted, school districts will 
not receive state operating funds before 
Sept. 1 and perhaps not until October. 
The delay may force local districts into 
Issuing tax anticipation warrants to cov- 
er operating costs until the funds come 
through. 


In addition to school districts, munici- 


palities and all other tax-collecting bod- 
ies in Lake County could be adversely 
affected by the assessment rollback. 


Buffalo Grove Village Treasurer Bob 


Collins this week said there already is a 
shortage of operating cash in the general 
fund because of the delay in collecting 
taxes in the Lake County section of the 
village. Collins said the shortage may ne- 
cessitate the sale of tax anticipation war- 
rants this summer. 


village staff shows that tax revenue gen- 
erated by the various developments, now 
in the planning stages, would be more 
than enough to pay for respective street 
maintenance. The report takes into con- 
sideration all repairs and maintenance 
over a long period of time. 


Larson said his recommendation does 


not suggest the village take control of 
private streets that are already built or 
have been given final approval by the 
village board. Two developments, Cam- 
b r i d g e-on-the-Lake and Chesterfield 
Builder's Arrowhead West project, fall 
into this category. 


The streets in Cambridge-on-the-Lak'e 


do not meet village standards, nor do 
those planned for Arrowhead West. 


Larson said he will recommend the vil- 


lage consider taking in the streets of 
those developments only if a request is 
made by the homeowners' associations. 
Before the village accepts the streets, he 
said, they should be improved to village 
specifications. 


IN THE CASE OP developments that 


have not been given final approval, Lar- 
son said he will recommend the village 
board insist that they be constructed to 
village standards and dedicated to the 
village. 


Larson suggests the village take action 


on the street dedication question before 
the new developments are built and the 
village is faced with the possibility of 
more substandard streets. 


According to Larson, other villages in 


the area have experienced pressure from 
homeowners' associations to take over 
private streets after they have come into 
a state of disrepair. It would be better 
for the village to assume maintenance 
before that happens, he said. 


At a meeting about two months ago, 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa said the vil- 
lage is in no way obligated to maintain 
the private streets if the homeowners 
agree to do it when they purchase their 
homes. 


LARSON, HOWEVER, said he is at- 


tempting to avert a potential problem 
that could face the village in the years to 
come. If the homeowners' associations 
come to the village for help because they 
cannot afford street repairs, the village 
has little choice but to give assistance, 
he said. 


Several trustees said recently they are 


not opposed to maintaining the devel- 
opment streets, but fear it could place a 
financial burden on the village. They 
have said it could cause street mainte- 
nance in other parts of the village to suf- 
fer.

tions will perform the inspections be- 
tween 9 a.m. and noon. In the event 
of rain, the inspections will be post- 
poned until May 18. 


The inspections will be at the follow- 


ing locations: Alcott, Irving, Kilmer, 
Longfellow, St. Mary's, Tarkington 
and Willow Grove schools and Willow 
Stream Park. 


Brakes, gears, tires, rims, spokes, 


chains, frames and reflectors will be 
inspected on each bike. Reflectorized 
tape also will be available.

AFTER THE INSPECTION, each 


bike owner will receive a list of all 
points inspected and notations of cor- 
rective action that should be taken.

Arlington cop 
explains case 


Arlington Heights Police Sgt. Jack We- 


ber testified Thursday that he was at- 
tempting to exchange a faulty aquarium 
thermometer when he was apprehended 
by security personnel of the Palatine 
K-Mart discount store. 


Weber also acknowledged that he was 


acting outside "normal procedure" at 
the tune of his apprehension, March 21. 
He was testifying in his own defense at a 
hearing of the Arlington Heights Fire 
and Police Commission to consider 
charges against him and his possible dis- 
missal from the department. 


Police Chief L. W. Calderwood had 


charged Weber with conduct unbecoming 
a police officer by " . . . attempting to 
return merchandise in other than a regu- 
latory manner" at the store. 


THE COMMISSION ruling will be an- 


nounced Saturday morning. The commis- 
sion can dismiss Weber from the force or 
reinstate him, if it finds the charge un- 
founded. A third option is to return We- 
ber to duty, citing his suspension since 
March as sufficient punishment. 


Weber, a 12-year veteran of the Arling- 


ton Heights Police Department, was 
stopped by security personnel as he at- 
tempted to leave the store with sabre 
saw blades and the thermometer with a 
total value of $1.71 in his coat pockets. 
Weber said he was on his way to his 
truck to get a faulty themometer so that 
he could exchange it for the one in his 
pocket. 


Calderwood was the first witness 


called by village prosecutor Richard 
Thomas. Calderwood testified he first 
learned of the incident-on March 22, the 
morning after it occurred. 


Weber has been suspended from the 


department without pay since March 22. 


CALDERWOOD ORIGINALLY recom- 


mended that Weber be dismissed from 
the department, but during Thursday's 
hearing he withdrew the recommenda- 
tion. He said determination of the punish- 
ment was the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion. 


Richard Buhs. K-Mart security man- 


ager, testified he observed Weber open 
two plastic "blister packs" and place the 
contents in his coat pockets. He said We- 
ber left the empty containers in other 
parts of the store. 


He said he stopped Weber after he had 


gone through the checkout line and paid 
for other items. He said Weber at first 
denied having merchandise that he did 
not pay for, but when asked about the 
blades and thermometer in his pockets, 
Weber reportedly replied, "Let's go back 
inside the store." 


Weber then said he Intended to ex- 


change the thermometer for faulty one 
In his truck. Buhs said. 


Under cross-examination by Weber's

attorney, Warren G. Petersen, Buhs said 
the exchange and refund policy was not 
posted in the store. 


PETERSON, FORMER village prose- 


cutor, at this point asked that the 
charges be dropped because the policy 
was not posted and a "service desk 
might mean nothing to a male shopper." 


Commission chairman Harold Dotts 


overruled the motion, saying the normal 
manner of returning merchandise is well 
enough known to the public not to be in 
question. 


Weber testified he opened the packages 


to examine and test the items. He said 
he had made a previous, unsuccessful at- 
tempt to exchange the faulty aquarium 
thermometer. 
<• 


He said he carried the blades and ther- 


mometer with their packages openly and 
did not attempt to conceal them. 


He said that while in the checkout line, 


he discovered he had left the faulty ther- 
mometer in his truck and decided to 
make the exchange after going through 
the checkout line, 


Weber said he shopped at the store 
" . . . regularly, about once or twice a 
week." He said he had made other ex- 
changes and had used the service desk 
in. his visits. 


He said of his actions on March 21, 


"Yes, I would have to admit this is not a 
normal (exchange) procedure." 


Petersen then introduced about 40 let- 


ters attesting to Weber's character and 
honesty. The letters came from fellow 
village policemen, classmates at schools, 
judges and citizens. 


IN CLOSING arguments, Thomas said 


the issue was two-fold: 1. did Weber 
violate the exchange policy of the store; 
and 2. did he violate the high standard of 
conduct expected of the police depart- 
ment "... to insure public confidence in 
its integrity." 


Petersen said in his summation, "... 


this thing has been blown way out of pro- 
portion. Isn't this a human failing that 
could happen to anyone?" 


He said Weber has been "... penalized 


enough. He has suffered private tor- 
ments only he knows about."

Mrs. Arns yesterday confirmed she has 


filed the complaint but had no further 
comment on the charges. 


MRS. ARNS' CHARGE is based on the 


fact that higher salaries have been given 
to administrators 
place below Mrs. 


Arns on the college's organizational 
chart. Mrs. Arns is in charge of all voca- 
tional programs at Oakton and super- 
vises teachers and coordinators of the 
college's vocational courses.

ting two of them ahead of Mrs. Arns. 


UNDER THE NEW salaries, nine of 


Oakton's 17 administrators have salaries 
higher than Mrs. Arns. Mrs. Arns reports 
directly to 'the vice president for cirrucu- 
lum and instruction. 


Oakton Pres. William Koehnline said 


yesterday the complaint is being handled 
by the college's attorney. He said dis- 
crimination is difficult to determine be- 
cause salary increases ere based on sev- 
eral factors, including specialization in a 


particular field of administration, level 
of education and experience, merit, and 
the number of. years an administrator 
has held his position.' 


MRS. ARNS HAS been with OaRton for 


three years, first serving as director of 
curriculum development, then assistant 
dean of instruction. Her title has been 
changed to assistant vice president for 
vocational curriculum. 


Complaints filed with the Illinois Fair 


Employment Practices Commission are 
first investigated, then a conciliation 
conference is arranged with the employ- 
er, then if no agreement is reached, a 
public hearing is arranged presided by a 
hearing examiner appointed by the com- 
mission. 


Mrs. Arns' case is now in the begin-

Cleanup 
in Wheeling 
stymied

Housecleaning attempts in Wheeling 


may be stymied by the fact that village 
department heads are under contract 
and cannot be fired without a public 
hearing. 


The village began offering four-year 


contracts to department heads in May 
1972. Village Mgr. George Passolt said 
the contracts were designed to provide 
department heads with job protection in 
light of Wheeling Independent Party 
(WHIP) threats in 1971 that their candi- 
dates would "clean house if elected." 


"You couldn't get decent help if they 


thought they were going to be fired every 
two years," Passolt said. "If they 
thought their job was in jeopardy every 
two years, a breadwinner can't operate 
under that kind of arrangement." 


THE CONTRACTS CAME to light as 


part of the ongoing controversy over 
Building Director William Bieber, who 
was indicated by a federal grand jury 
early this year. Bieber is continuing to 
draw his $21,50C-a-year salary while on 
leave of absence awaiting trial for ex- 
tortion, conspiracy, perjury and filing * 
false income tax return. 


Several residents have asked that the 


village withhold Bieber's salary until 
charges against him are resolved. Vil- 
lage officials have responded by saying 
that the village would be liable to a court 
suit if they withheld Bieber's pay. 


Until this week, there had been no pub- 


lic discussion of Bieber's contract or 
those for other department heads. 


THREE OTHER VILLAGE employes 


are also under contract. Police Chief Pe- 
ter Guttilla has a contract for his posi- 
tion of captain on the Wheeling force. 
Larry Oppenheimer, village engineer and 
director of public works, is also under 
contract. Village Clerk, Evelyn Diens is 
under contract for only her office man- 
ager and collector's duties, since the 
clerk is an elected position. 


Passolt said Guttilla and Fire Chief 


Bernhardt Koeppen do not have con- 
tracts for their positions as chief since 
they are covered by the village police 
and fire commission. "I couldn't fire 
them if I wanted to," he said. 


The contracts can only be terminated 


"by mutual consent of the parties" or 
"by the village for just cause after a 
public hearing thereon." 


•IF THE CONTRACT is terminated for 


any other reason "the full amount re- 
maining on the contract period shall be 
paid" to the employe. 


Such contracts are unusual in village 


government in the Northwest subufts. 
Only Palatine has a similar contract 
with its police chief, who demanded the 
agreement, which is effective until the 
beginning of the next fiscal year. 


The contract demand was made after 


the former Palatine police chief waf 
ousted for political reasons. Palatine Vil- 
lage Pres. Wendell E. Jones said the vil- 
lage will now consider granting such con- 
tracts to other department heads. 


Passolt said the Wheeling contracts 


were part of a mutual agreement be- 
tween the village and the department 
heads. He noted that the department 
heads have "no protection whatsoever 
other than the village manager." 


PASSOLT IS NOT under contract with 


the village. 


According to Passolt, no decision has 


been made on whether the contracts will 
be continued when they expire. He said 
the village has experienced no problems 
as a result of the contracts. 


Village officials and residents, how- 


ever, have indicated that some personnel 
changes may have to be made as a re- 
sult of the current scandal stemming 
from a federal grand jury probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. Six 
former and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials, including Bieber, were 
indicted following the probe. Two have 
pleaded guilty. 


If the personnel changes involve any of 


the department heads, the village will 
have,to call public hearings unless the 
department heads agree to leave volun- 
tarily.

Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes

Huge increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year. 


The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Culterton. 


, Township valuation increases released 
by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumbnrg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million, 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE tljat could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier,for Cook 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations-because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
'hearing, required for the,first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax

Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist.

Local bus 
routes could 
be in jeopardy 


Continued operation of neighborhood 


bus routes in Des Plaines may be in 
jeopardy if the proposed sale of the 
United Motor Coach Co. (UMC) to the 
North Suburban Mass Transit District 
(NORTRAN) becomes a reality. 


Local bus routes, as well as present 


school bus operations for several Maine 
Township districts, could be altered or 
eliminated if the changeover takes. 


The major factor in the continuation of 


the bus service of both local or school 
routes appears to be whether or not the 
City of Des Plaines agrees to either join 
the district or provides funds to make up 
the operating deficit of the bus lines. 


While Des Plaines already has pro- 


vided an operation subsidy for the bus 
company, the money 'has been trans- 
mitted through the Des Plaines Mass 
Transit District. 


NORTRAN IS COMPOSED primarily 


of north suburban communities. Neither 
Des Plaines nor Park Ridge are mem- 
bers of the group. The district operates 
under authority granted by the Illinois 
General Assembly. While it cannot levy 
property taxes, it does have the authority 
to seek state and federal grants to pur- 
chase equipment for transit lines. 


The district is currently awaiting ap- 


proval from the federal government for 
$5 million to purchase 80 new buses, ra- 
dios, fare boxes, real estate and the 
physical facilities owned by UMC. 


Officials from UMC, NORTRAN and 


several area school district will meet to- 
morrow to discuss the future of the 
school bus operation in the city. 


NORTRAN officials indicated that if 


the but) routes, either the school or neigh- 
borhood routes, do not prove to be self- 
sustaining and subsidies are not provided 
by Des Plaines, the routes may be dis- 
continued.

Charles Stanski was 
voted to be school board representative 
and Alan Stewart was reelected secre- 
tary. 


Mrs. Stamm said she hopes to imple- 


ment plans which will make the group a 
more viable organization. 


"I hope to have our bylaws changed to 


do away with the restrictive aspect of 
having a policy of taking no stand," said 
Mrs. Stamm. "It says our policy is to 
take no stand and that bothers me. With 
such a policy, we can't be an active 
group." 


The council's future also got a big lift 


from the school board, which promised 
to help 'the group. According to Mrs. 
Stamm, the board has already assigned 
the council the 'task of gathering public 
opinion on a proposed program now 
•being considered by the board — allow- 
ing children to enter kindergarten upon 
reaching their fifth birthday. 


THE BOARD MEMBERS at the meet- 


ing also asked that the council work with 
district parent groups to explain a con- 
tract recently made between the school 
district and the Elk Grove Park District.

from the board in one or two months. 


The board requested the study as part 


of its goals for the present school year. 
The district presently allows children 
five years old on or before Dec. 1 to en- 
ter kindergarten. Those born after that 
date enter the following school year. 


WHILE THE study admits it is feasible 


to allow children to enter kindergarten 
on their fifth birthday, it also points out 
a host of changes which would be neces- 
sary if such a program is instituted. 


Questions raised in the report include 


the effects of the changed policy upon 
the kindergarten curriculum, teaching 
methods and the promotional policy in 
the school, the effect on educational cur- 
riculum in higher grades and higher 
costs due to the need for added teachers 
and space. 


Expert views on when children should 


start school differ greatly, according to 
the report. One group calls for delaying 
entrance until children are eight or nine, 
while another would have four-year-olds 
in school for a few hours with the third 
group calling for day-care centers for 
children whose parents are away at work 
all day. 


In view of the rising number of parents 


. who work, Dist. 59 can expect many par- 
ents to support earlier school and a long- 
er school day, according to the study. 


THE REPORT continues that kinder- 


garten curriculum and teaching are now 
geared to accepting students at one time 
and moving through a set of experiences 
together. With children coming in at dif- 
ferent times, there would be a number of 
novices and old hands on every topic, ac- 
cording to the study. 


Teaching methods would shift to get- 


ting the old hands involved in helping the 
novice, a more individualized approach 
along with a more flexible curriculum, 
according to the report. 


The report recommends the program 


be first instituted on a pilot basis at one 
or two schools if the board decides to 
start it. 


The report offers two types of promo- 


tion methods. One would promote chil- 
dren "whenever the time is right until 
eighth grade." Another would have chil- 
dren going on a traditional school year 
by the fourth grade. 


The program would take more teach- 


ers in kindergarten since children com- 
ing to school after Dec. 1 would swell 
kindergarten rolls about 50 per cent. Ad- 
ditional teachers would be needed in 
coining years as the swelling attendance 
is passed along to higher grades as the 
children are promoted.

School roof repairs cost $373,000

The Elk Grove Township Elementary 


Board of Education has approved plans 
to fix school roofs this summer at a cost 
of almost $373,000 


In a series of resolutions, the board set 


into motion the machinery necessary to 
get the job going. Besides authorizing the 
administration to advertise for bids on 
the project, the board also approved the 
transfer of $400,000 from the educational 
fund to the building funu to cover the 
cost of the project. 


Since the transfer of the $400,000 is 


more than 10 per cent of the district's $13 
million budget for 1973-74, a public hear- 
ing on the change is necessary and the 
revised budget must go on display for 30 
days before being approved. 


THE BOARD set May 15 as the first 


day of display for the revised budget. A 
public hearing and adoption of the budg- 
et has been set for June 17. 


Work on the roofs at the district's 


school buildings should begin soon after 
the new budget is approved and will be 
substantially, if not comolete'v, finished 
before school starts In September. 


According to a written administration 


report to the Elk Grove Township school 
board, the state aid resource equalizer 
formula now allows aid money to be put 
into several funds. State aid money for- 
merly could be used only in the district's 
educational fund. 


According to the report, the formula 


will produce about $465,000 more this 
year than originally budgeted for. The 
administration, therefore, requested the 
transfer in funds 


AN ENGINEERING consultant's roof 


survey of schools earlier this year turned 
up a need for $355,619 in roof repairs 
over the next five years 


The report cited cheap materials, poor 


design and poor'maintenance as the chief 
reason for the leaking roofs. 


Although the report spread out repairs 


over the next five years, the board, in an 
effort to beat the rapidly rising costs of 
materials and labor, voted to complete 
the project all at once. 


The poor condition of the roofs was 


also blamed on the tremendous amount 
of building in the district in the 1960s 
when the suburbs were growing at a 


furious pace and school districts didn't 
have a lot of money for construction. 


THE BOARD earlier had considered a 


referendum to finance the roof repair 
project 


The same state aid formula is ex- 


pected, according to administration fig- 
ures, to substantially cut state aid to the 
district, starting in about three years. 


All Dist 
59 schools in Arlington 


Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines will have roof 
work, with the exception of orand new 
Friendship Junior High School in Des 
Plaines. 


Actual roof work was estimated to cost 


almost $356,000. Almost $8,000 to prepare 
roof specifications and another $9,000 to 
supervise the work brings the total cost 
of the project to about $373,000. 


IN OTHER ACTION at Monday night's 


regular board meeting, the board also 
approved the advertising for bids for 
work on heating and ventilating systems 
at Byrd School in Elk Grove Village and 
John Jay School in Mount Prospect. 


An engineering study recommended 


about $12,000 in repairs to bring heating 
and ventilating systems at the two 
schools up to par. According to the 
study, the bulk of the work is needed at 
Byrd school, where fiberglass air ducts 
have collapsed, releasing heated air into" 
the space about ceilings. 


Work on that project also is expected 


to get under way this summer.

Staffing plans 
under way 
at schools 


Staffing plans for the 1974-75 school 


year in Dist. 26 will not be completed 
until the board of education's next regu- 
lar meeting May 21 as a result of board 
discussion Tuesday. 


A round-robin airing of views on plans 


for split classes at Feehanville and Park 
View schools ended with the board ask- 
ing the administration to review and pos- 
sibly rework plans for classroom ar- 
rangements next year. 


Board and parent consensus at the 


meeting was directed against plans for 
split classes, which would combine stu- 
dents from two grades in one room under 
one teacher working at their own grade 
level. 


Tentative staffing plans presented to 


the board Tuesday call ofr a split second- 
third grade class at Feehanville next 
year and split third-fourth and fifth-sixth 
grade classes at Park View. 


Administrators said the split classes 


were justified 'because enrollment projec- 
tions show not enough students exist in 
each of those grade levels at these 
schools to warrant additional single 
classes at each level. 


ALTHOUGH THE exact plans were not 


available to the public, the board did 
state enrollment projections,' number of 
teachers and teacher-pupil ratios for 
each school. 


Bond Ecnool is expected to have an 


enrollment of 317 with 11 teachers and 
four teacher aides and a pupil-teacher 
ratio of 24.6 to 1; Euclid School is ex- 
pected to have 489 students, I9te teach- 
ers and a ratio of 23.3 to 1; Feehanville 
is projected at 340 students, 14 teachers 
and a ratio of 22.7 to 1; Indian Grove is 
projected at 475, 17% teachers and 25 to 
1; Park View is projected at 407, 16 
teachers and 22.6 to 1. 


Board member Leora Rosen asked the 


administration if the primary concern in 
recommending split classes was to con- 
serve money or space at the schools. 
Asst. Supt. James Retzlaff, who has been 
handling staffing, said the initial consid- 
eration was money. 


Mis. Rosen said she would rather the 


administration pursue a plan for single 
classes and also suggested that fifth and 
sixth grades are not a good place to have 
split classes. 


Board member William Haase said the 


board should not only be concerned with 
saving money as a rationale for split- 
classes. Haase pointed out that pay in- 
creases have been granted to teachers 
and other district personnel and the 
board should not be afraid to spend mon- 
ey if it means providing more acceptable 
plans, such as single grade classes. 


PARENTS AT the meeting all In- 


dicated their desire to eliminate split- 
classes. One parent from Park View, for 
example, said she would rather not see 
the addition of a music room at the 
school if combining fifth and sixth gra- 
ders is the only means for making an 
extra room available. 


Parents also said they were not 


pleased with the results of spirt classes 
that have existed this year and did not 
want their children to be in another split

Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes 


by AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Huge increases In assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year. 


The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little Increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Township valuation increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumburg. An increase of 55,8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29,63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million. 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier for Cook 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist. 54 dropped from 7.516 to 
7.360 per $100 assessed valuation. 


In Wheeling and Palatine townships, 


where the 4.76 and 9.66 per cent increas- 
es are similar to the proposed 6.9 per 
cent equalizer reduction, impact of the 
totals is impossible to predict, the 
spokesman said. 


"Our experience in 1972 when we had 


large increases was that even though as- 
sessments increased, there was a de- 


crease in the tax rate and a decrease or 
little change in the tax bill," the spokes- 
man said. "You could get an increased 
assessed valuation but a adecreased tu 
bill." 


THE FIGURES announced Thursday 


could affect local tax bodies in two 
ways: 


• The assessment increases will raise 


the ceiling on purchase of tax anticipa- 
tion warrants and will increase bonding 
power. 


• The decreased multiplier could cause

"I hope to have our bylaws changed to

"It says our policy is to 
take no stand and that bothers me. With 
such a policy, we can't be an active 
group." 


The council's future also got a big lift 


from the school board, which promised 
to help the group. According to Mrs. 
Stamm, the board has already assigned 
the council the task of gathering public 
opinion on a proposed program now 
being considered by the board — allow- 
ing children to enter kindergarten upon 
reaching their fifth birthday.

C o m b i n i n g elementary and high 


schools in Schaumburg Township under a 
single administration and board will be 
recommended by Ralph Belnap tonight. 


Belnap has been conducting a unifica- 


tion study with a team of Northern Illi- 
nois University professors for the com- 
munity's Unit District Committee. The 
completed report will be presented to the 
committee and public at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Great Hall, 231 S. Civic Dr., Schaum- 
burg. The largest part of the study's cost 
was financed through a $5,000 grant from 
the Schaumburg United Party. 


The report is a comprehensive study 


on Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, Pala- 
tine Township Dist. 15 and High School 
Dist. 211, which serves both townships. 


It includes a complete analysis of pre- 


sent education programs, school financ- 
ing, projections on enrollment, and cur- 
rent community and school facilities and 
sites. 


Belnap said it is feasible for Schaum- 


burg Township to incorporate into a unit 
district.

Once hired by the committee, Belnap 


conducted the study independently. The 
committee was formed in Schaumburg 
last year to investigate the advisability 
of school unification. The committee has 
operated independent of political or 
school district directions. 


According to one survey, the com- 


mittee is likely to make a recommenda- 
tion about the report's findings. The 
source indicated that both the committee 
and the school districts involved will be 
carefully analyzing Belnap's recommen- 
dations and alternatives. 


Although the committee's recommen- 


dations cannot force any board action, 
the group could lead a petition drive for 
unification if it approves Belnap's recom- 
mendation. 


SIGNATURES FROM 200 citizens of 


the community involved are required to 
petition for redistricting the area. These 
petitions are then sent to the Cook Coun- 
ty superintendent who may call for a ref- 
erendum on the issue. 


Citizens within the area proposed for 


redistricting must pass the referendum 
for reorganization. Once approved, the 
superintendent would call for the election 
of a new school board for the unit district 
which would become effective the follow- 
ing fiscal year starting July 1. 


These details, as well as the financial 


and educational repercussions, are 
spelled out in the study. 


Currently only Illinois and California 


allow dual school districts where the ele- 
mentary and high school districts have 
separate administrations and boards. 


THE BOARD MEMBERS at the meet- 


ing also asked that the council work with 
district parent groups to explain a con- 
tract recently made between the school 
district and the Elk Grove Park District. 
The contract gives the park district con- 
trol over Elk Grove Village Schools after 
school hours.' 


Although the park district is only tak- 


ing over the responsibility of scheduling 
activities after school while working in 
their own programing, many parents feel 
their groups won't be able to use the. 
schools as much as in the past. 


Mrs. Stamm said that she also hopes to 


expand the governing board of the Com- 
munity Council. The board meets every 
month. General meetings have been 
scheduled five times per year. 


Mrs. Stamm said she also will propose 


that the number of general meetings dur- 
ing the year be cut to as low as one per 
year, with others coming up as the need 
arises. 


MRS. STAMM HAD been hoping for a 


large turnout at the meeting to "get 
some new blood in the organization." At- 
tendance at general meetings has been 
dwindling steadily over the past year and 
the council has not been involved in any 
major projects this school year. 


In the past, 'the council has acted as a 


liaison between the school board and the 
community. Past projects have included 
making up information packets about the 
northwest suburbs for new teachers to 
the district, a district transportation 
study and the designing of report cards 
now used in the district.

Watson describes her job in three words 
— "sneak, snoop and snitch." 


For the past eight years, Mrs. Watson 


has headed the sanitation department 
and conducted inspections of all food 
handlers, vendors, restaurants and cafe- 
terias in the village. 


In her off-inspection hours, she runs a 


home for her family. "That means shop- 
ping for groceries," said Mrs. Watson. 


"WHEN I WALK into a grocery store 


for home supplies, they never know if it's 
a shopping expedition or inspection, and 
that's good," she said. 


A lunch date at one the village 


Salt Creek meeting with Crane set 


restaurants could end with a tour of the 
kitchen," she added. 


Mrs. Watson takes more than a shop- 


ping list on her buying trips; a checklist 
helps her determine if a business violates 
the village's sanitation requirements. 


"Conformity is as basic as good house- 


keeping," said Mrs. Watson. 


SHE SAID SHE gets good cooperation 


from area restaurants and food dis- 
tributors. "It makes good business sense 
to keep a clean store and kitchen." she 
said. 


Mrs. Watson's inspections of the 1,200 


industries include checks of the village's 
industrial park. Most have lunch rooms 
with vending machines and some have 
hot lunch facilities. 


"By law I inspect all food outlets twice 


a year, but since I live here I'm in and 
out of businesses at all times," she 
added. 


During her term as sanitarian she has 


handled complaints that vary from 
snakes in a back yard to rats and messy 


A meeting between U. S. Rep. Philip

starts a new project, said Mrs. Watson. 


She is working now on an ordinance 


that would require builders to pre-bait an 
area before digging for foundations. The 
construction destroys nests and feeding 
fields and the rats, disturbed, go to the 
nearest food, in most cases the nearest 
open garbage, she noted. 


HER JOB AS sanitarian does involve 


checking to see that employes have sani- 
tary working conditions. 


"The most unusual complaint Mrs. 


Watson ever received was from a man 
that called and complained his place of 
employment Was too cold. 


"He worked in a cold storage firm and 


I had a hard time keeping a straight face 
when I handled that one," said Mrs. 
Watson. 


Although the job has some light mo- 


ments, it's a task Mrs. Watson takes se- 
riously. She attends several seminars a 
year that help her keep abreast of new 
ways to do her job. Communicable dis- 
ease control, rodent control and food 
storage are topics of seminars she at- 
tended recently. 


At least once a year, she conducts a 


seminar for food handlers in the village. 


Mrs. Watson, a former surgical nurse, 


worked with the Public Health Depart- 
ment as chief nurse for the Chicago Ordi- 
nance District. 


"In those days, sterile conditions were 


a must. Today sanitary conditions are all 
I demand," she said.

Jean Fisler: 


'It doesn't matter if I'm in the minority... 


I'll always vote according to my conscience'

"It doesn't make any difference if I'm 


in a minority vote position. I will always 
vote according to my conscience," says 
Jean Fisler, a member of the High 
School Dist. 211 Board of Education. 


Because she sometimes does vote 


against the majority of the board Mrs. 
Fisler may give the impression that she 
is a rebel. Hardly. She's a small, soft- 
spoken woman from Palatine who's seen 
three daughters through high school. But 
her voice is loud enough to be heard con- 
sistently and persistently by board mem- 
bers, students, teachers, parents and ad- 
ministrators. 


Since she was appointed to the board 


last November and elected in April Mrs. 
Fisler has spoken out against the dis- 
cipline policy because she doesn't think it 
goes far enough to help a student before 
he b kicked out of school. 


"I don't take the position that there 


isn't ever a reason to expel but I feel we 
do have more expulsions than I would 
like to see," says Mrs, Fisler. She often 
has abstained from voting to expel stu- 
dents from school and recently she has 
been changing her vote to no, which usu- 
ally makes her the lone dissenter. "I 
plan to maintain my independence," she 
says, but "that doesn't mean I will al- 
ways vote no on every discipline case." 


MRS. FISLER BELIEVES expulsion is 


an extreme measure of discipline and 
should be used only in rare cases when 
all other options have been explored. She 
is particularly opposed to expelling stu- 
dents for poor school attendance. "I 
don't believe expelling for attendance 
violations is valid," and she adds that it 
is "pretty clear that expelling for attend- 
ance reasons would not hold up in 
court." That's her opinion based on 17 
years' experience as a practicing attor- 
ney in juvenile and family law in Califor- 


nia, "I have talked to a number of attor- 
neys," she says, and they agree with 
her. 


"I object to some of the sanctions we 


apply for violations of the rules. We're 
very limited in our options. We just have 
detention, suspension and expulsion," 
says Mrs. Fisler. More counseling for 
students could help both the student and 
the school "get at the root of the prob- 
lem," she says. "So many tilings are 
handled in a straight discipline manner." 


Because she has been so vocal on dis- 


cipline in recent months discipline may 
seem to be Mrs. Fisler's number one is- 
sue. She says it isn't. "I don't want to 
overlook highly gifted children, college- 
bound children, career students and spe- 
cial education students," she says. "Top 
quality education to meet the needs of ail 
students in the district is my number one 
priority. Discipline is part of it but it is 
really subsidiary to the basic goal of the 
total educational program." 


Mrs. Fisler recognizes the needs of col- 


lege-bound, career and special education 
students but right now she is focusing 
her attention on a fourth category of stu- 
dents whom she describes as students 
"who are on the verge of being put out of 


the educational system, who for one rea- 
son or another are unable to adapt to our 
existing structure or programs." She 
says, "It is important for us to develop 
alternative education programs for stu- 
dents who have trouble in our system." 


MRS. FISLER IS chairman of a spe- 


cial committee of the board to study al- 
ternative education. She has been vis- 
iting other schools to see what kinds of 
programs they have for students who 
can't make it in the regular school rou- 
tine. 


Mrs. Fisler believes she brings some 


expertise with her to the board and a 
background that "is helpful in giving me 
a broad perspective." Her father was a 
teacher and she believes she has "some 
understanding of a teacher's h'fe." 


During the spring of 1970 Mrs. Fisler 


was the special assistant to the president 
of San Fernando Valley College and con- 
ducted investigations for student dis- 
cipline hearings. "I feel that experience 
was valuable," she says,, because she 
was directly involved in discipline hear- 
ings and college administration. 


Mrs. Fisler now works as a consultant 


on youth for The Bridge Youth Services 
Bureau in Palatine. At the bureau she 
says she tries "to bridge the gap of un- 
derstanding between adults and young 
people. It's an opportunity to listen to 
adults as well as young people and lis- 
ten to their concerns and their interests." 
Mrs. Fisler says she has found that the 
basis of many problems of youth stem 
from a "lack of real communication" be- 
tween adults and young people. 


Mrs. Fisler views her position on the 


Dist, 211 board as a continuation of "my 
own personal growth process. I recognize 
that all of us are in different stages of 
learning and growing. I want to keep an 
open mind, a receptive mind and I want 
to continue to learn." 


Oakton Community College has been

Mrs. Arns yesterday confirmed she has 


filed the complaint but had no further 
comment on the charges. 


MRS. ARNS' CHARGE is based on the

Arns on the college's organizational 
chart. Mrs. Arns is in charge of all voca- 
tional programs at Oakton and super-. 
vises teachers and coordinators of the 
college's vocational courses. 


On April 2 the college board of trustees 


approved a 9.4 per cent increase in sala- 
ry for Mrs. Arns effective July 1, raising 
her annual salary from $19,000 to $20,787. 


The board also approved salary in-

Robert Seger: 


'Perhaps the board should take another look 


at the proposed location of the 7th school'

A referendum, a new high school and a 


change in attendance boundaries are 
three things Robert Seger sees down the 
road during his next three years on the 
High School Dist. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Seger is looking forward to those 


years. He's served on the board since 
1971 and he was reelected in an uncon- 
tested election last month. He's a plan- 
ner — a public relations man for a Chi- 
cago firm. He's looking ahead now — 
planning the future of the school district. 


Planning new school buildings and im- 


proving the old buildings will be one of 
the more important projects facing the 
board in the next three years, says Se- 
ger. The enrollment of the school district 
is growing and already the board is plan- 
ning to break ground for a sixth high 
school this spring. 


And the district's oldest school, Pala- 


tine High School, is in disrepair. "We 
have to make a decision soon on Palatine 
High School," says Seger. It could be 
torn down, it could be rebuilt or it could 
be renovated, he says, but he does not 
rule out the possibility that in a few 
years the school may cease to exist. The 
board could decide to move the students 
from Palatine to the sixth school when it 
opens in 1976. Seger said. 


THE DECISION on Palatine and deci- 


sions on all school facilities depend on 
population growth in the district, said Se- 
ger. Student enrollment "can't be pre- 
dicted three or four years ahead," he 
says-. The board already has land set 
aside for a seventh and eighth high 
school but Seger says "maybe we won't 
need an eighth high school, maybe we 
won't need a seventh." 


Right now Seger thinks the board 


should take another look at the location 
of the district's seventh high school. The 
board is planning to put the school on 
Wise Road in the southeast portion of the 
district. Since that decision was made a 


Robert 


new housing development, containing 
about 4,400 living units, has been planned 
for the Westbury Subdivision of Hoffman 
Estates in the northwest portion of the 
district. Perhaps the seventh high school 
should be built near there, says Seger. 


Whatever the decision, a new high 


school will mean "a big eruption in 
boundary lines," says Seger. When the 
sixth school opens students will probably 
be taken from Palatine and Fremd High 
School to fill it. Right now some students 
who live near Dundee Road are bused 
past Palatine to Fremd High School. 


All five of the district's high school 


buildings could use some improvements, 
says Seger. They need swimming pools, 
auditoriums 
and 
Schaumburg High 


School needs a larger cafeteria and more 
vocational facilities, he says. 


All this takes money, he says, and 


Dist. 211 doesn't have it. The board may 
hold a bond referendum next fall to raise 
funds for facilities. Seger thinks the ref- 
erendum should be split into three parts, 
one for swimming pools, one for audito- 
riums, and the last for improvements at 
Schaumburg and Palatine high schools 
and funds to build the sixth, seventh and 
eighth high schools. If people are not in 
favor of swimming pools, they can vote 
against that part of the referendum, he 
says. 


BUT SEGER is concerned with more 


than buildings at Dist. 211. He is in favor 
of the district's discipline policy which 
has been criticized recently by one board 
member and some students and parents 
in Dist. 211 because it allows for the ex- 
pulsion of students for poor attendance. 


"There's a big fuss over the discipline 


thing," says Seger. "I don't think there 
is going to be a big change. Whatever 
our pollicy is it is going to be enforced 
and interpreted by individual discipline 
officers. I think frankly it is a little over- 
blown." 


Seger said "I'm convinced that the 


kids, we have expelled deserved to be ex- 
pelled. There is no doubt in my mind 
that they got what was coming to them." 


Seger is the only board member who 


lives in Schaumburg Township, despite 
his efforts to urge his neighbors to run 
for the board. "I have a complaint that 
we have six people on the board from 
Palatine Township and it's Schaumburg 
Township's fault," he says. However the 
lack of balance really doesn't do any 
harm, says Seger. "I don't know of any 
decision made because it was good for 
one township," he says. 


THE DIST. 211 board almost always 


votes unanimously except in discipline 
matters. Seger said all members do their 
homework. "They know what the an- 
swers are before they come to the meet- 
ing." 


Seger, formerly a newsman in Rock- 


ford, thinks the Illinois open meeting 
law, which forbids public boards from 
meeting in private except in special 
cases, should be "enforced completely. I 
think we should stick to the letter of the 
law and the spirit of the law. I think we 
have been a very open board and we try 
to be cooperative." 


Seger believes he has a good rapport 


with students, teachers and adminis- 
trators at Dist. 211. "I tell them exactly 
what I think," he says, and "I want 
people to speak to me with as much can- 
dor as I speak to them." 


8.3 per cent increase to $29,387, the vice 
president for student development re-

THREE ACADEMIC DEANS, ranked

ting two of them ahead of Mrs. Arns. 


UNDER THE NEW salaries, nine of 


Oakton's 17 administrators have salaries 
higher than Mrs. Arns. Mrs. Arns reports 
directly to the vice president for cirmcu- 
lum and instruction. 


Oakton Pres. William Koehnline said 


yesterday the complaint is being handled 
by the college's attorney. He said dis- 
crimination is difficult to determine be- 
cause salary increases are based on sev- 
eral factors, including specialization in a 
particular field of administration, level 
of education and experience, merit, and 
the number of years an administrator 
has held his position. 


MRS. ARNS HAS been with Oakton for 


three years, first serving as director of 
curriculum development, then assistant 
dean of instruction. Her title has been 


changed to assistant vice president for 
vocational curriculum. 


Complaints filed with the Illinois Fair 


Employment Practices Commission are 
first investigated, then a conciliation 
conference is arranged with the employ- 
er, then if no agreement is reached, a 
public hearing is arranged presided by a 
hearing examiner appointed by the com- 
mission. 


Mrs. Arns' case is now in the begin-

Tough realty 
disclosure law 
OKd in village 


Elk Grove Village officials have ap- 


proved an ordinance that requires dis- 
closure of interests and identities of all 
persons making applications for devel- 
opment of real estate in Elk Grove Vil- 


The disclosure ordinance, according to 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert, would hold 
up in court. 


'A list of definitions is inserted in the 


ordinance, the purpose of which is to re- 
quire disclosure of the true identities of 
all parties having interests in real estate 
for which a permit Hcense or zoning is 
required. 


Land trust, corporations and stock- 


holders are not exempt. 


If a corporation makes an application, 


all its officers, directors, shareholders or 
members who own in excess of 5 per 
cent of the outstanding stock in the cor- 
poration must be listed. 


If the applicant is a trustee, the full 


name, address, telephone number and 
the extent of the interest of each benefi- 
ciary must be disclosed. 


If the applicant is a beneficiary, nomi- 


nee, or option holder, the application 
must also disclose the name of those per- 
sons or entities for whom he is acting. 


The disclosure ordinance carries with 


it provisions for a penalty. Any person 
found making a false or incomplete 
statement is subject to a daily $500 fine 
and charge of a misdemeanor. 


Parking banned 
on some streets 


Parking now is prohibited on some 


streets in Elk Grove Village. 


Village officials passed an ordinance 


recently that is designed to alleviate 
parking traffic problems in the industrial 
area. All streets in the industrial area 
have parking on one side of the street 
and in most cases parking is prohibited 
on the side of the street that has fire 
hydrants. 


The no-parking ban was imposed so

Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes

Huge increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year. 


The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Township valuation increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumburg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million. 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said, 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced 'a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier for Cook 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
•hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist. 54 dropped from 7.516 to 
7.360 per $100 assessed valuation. 


In Wheeling and Palatine townships, 


where the 4.76 and 9.66 per cent increas^ 
es are similar to the proposed 6.9 per 
cent equalizer reduction, impact of the 
totals is impossible to predict, the 
spokesman said. 


"Our experience in 1972 when we had 


large increases was that even though as- 
sessments increased, there was a de- 


crease in the tax rate and a decrease or 
little change in the tax bill," the spokes- 
man said. "You could get an increased 
assessed valuation but a adecreased tax 
bill." 


THE FIGURES announced Thursday 


could affect local tax bodies in two 
ways: 


• The assessment increases will raise 


the ceiling on purchase of tax anticipa- 
tion warrants and will increase bonding 
power. 


• The decreased multiplier could cause 
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Redevelopment 
plan adopted 
for downtown 


A downtown redevelopment plan call- 


ing for limited on-street parking and pos- 
sible multi-story parking garages has 
been adopted by the New Palatine Com- 
mittee. 


The committee of 12 Palatine business- 


men will present its adopted plan to the 
Palatine Village Board at its May 20 
meeting at 8 p.m. at the Slade Street 
Fire Station, 117 W. Slade St. The com- 
m i 11 e e will recommend immediate 
adoption of the redevelopment plan and 
board action on several proposals so the 
downtown redevelopment can get under- 
way. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones said 


that while the village board is familiar 
with the general concepts of the down- 
town redevelopment plan they are going 
to want to study it in detail before taking 
any action. 


"There are a lot of concepts that have 


never been tried before that we are go- 
ing to want to carefully study," said 
Jones. These include using revenue 
bonds for the construction of parking 
structures and defining a special service 
district. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS on the redevelop- 


ment plans will be necessary prior to 


Palatine Rd. 
widening 
restarted 


Construction will begin again this 


month on the long-idled Palatine Road 
widening project between Winston and 
Williams drives in Palatine. 


The road work has been stopped since 


last fall after the original contractors for 
the job, Engelhardt Construction of Mun- 
delein, notified their bonding company 
that they were defaulting on the project 
and could not afford to complete the $1 
million widening. 


At a meeting Wednesday, representa- 


tives from the state, bonding company 
and Peterson Construction of Rosemont 
agreed to turn over the job to Petersen. 
The agreement legally grants the project 
to Petersen under the same contract pro- 
visions given to Engelhardt when the 
contract was awarded late last summer. 


The agreement means that work can 


resume on the project, which was 30 per 
cent completed before winter set in. 


JAMES FRUIT, project manager for 


Petersen, said Thursday that he will be- 
gin immediately to round up subcon- 
tractors and materials to resume work at 
the site. Actual construction "will prob- 
ably start around May 20," Fruit said. 


The cost of the $1 million widening is 


split between the state and the federal 
government. 


When the project is completed, the seg- 


ment of Palatine Road west of 111. Rte. 
S3 will be four lanes wide, with traffic 
and walk lights, left turn lanes and a 
median strip at Winsu n Drive. 


Provisions of the state's contract allow 


100 working days to complete the job. 
Petersen Construction accepted the job 
at the same cost bid by Engelhardt. 


The intersection of Palatine Road at 


Winston and Williams drives have been a 
frequent scene of accidents for yean, 
with traffic controlled by 
<a complex 


series of four-way stop signs. 


When the widening is finished, Pala- 


tine Road will be a four-lane "Junior ex- 
pressway" from Northfleld through Pala- 
tine. 


any board action, said Jones. These 
could be conducted by the plan commis- 
sion or zoning board of appeals. 


An alternative would be for Jones, with 


the advice and consent of the village 
board, to appoint a downtown redevelop- 
ment commission, as recommended by 
the New Palatine Committee.

ADOPTION OF A zoning ordinance tor 


the downtown study area, which is ap- 
proximately bounded by Washington 
Street on the south, Cedar Avenue on the 
west, Colfax Street on the north and 
Plum Grove Road on the east and in- 
cluding the transportation center and 
Jewel Food Store is recommended. 


The village's master plan proposed 


blanket commercial zoning for the area 
and the downtown redevelopment plan 
calls for a mixture of commercial, office, 
residential and public use. Revisions of 
the village's zoning ordinances would be 
required to permit the proposed high- 
density office and residential use near 
the center of the downtown area and to 
lower the parking and public improve- 
ment requirements no developers to pro- 
vide building incentives. 


An in-depth feasibility study of parking 


in the downtown 'area by a professional 
firm hired by the village is also recom- 
mended by the committee.

stacles in the formation of a redevelop- 
ment plan during the committee's six- 
month study. 


INITIAL PLANS called for the elimi- 


nation of all on-street parking and crea- 
tion of a pedestrian walkway system. 
This proposal ran into opposition from 
existing downtown merchants who con- 
tended their business depended on the 
availability of on-street parting and they 
would be forced out of business or to 
relocate if the plan was adopted. 


The retention of "as much on-street 


parking as is practical and feasible while 
still achieving a workable pedestrian sys- 
tem" is now unanimously recommended 
by the committee. 


The proposed parking study would ex-

Pay higher price to avoid delays

Premium-priced steel will be pur- 


chased for the Palatine Public Library lir 
an effort to avoid materials delays and 
wintertime construction problems. 


Library board members voted 3 to 2 


Wednesday night to pay a $13,000 pre- 
mium to get warehoused steel after the 
library architects strongly recommended 
the purchase. The architects, Charts. Ce- 


darholm and William Tippens, warned 
that the delay anticipated with ordering 
mill steel would push the critical brick- 
laying phase into the winter months, af- 
fecting the quality of the work. 


Board members reasoned that the 


money could come from an expected 
$208,000 federal grant, since the order for 
steel has been held up for several weeks 


until the grant was finalized. That delay 
may be made up with the more avail- 
able, higher-priced steel to be deliverd 
this summer. 


THE STEEL premium will boost the 


total construction cost of the library to 
$941,991, still $149,000 below the archi- 
tects' budget for building and site devel- 
opment. The new library will be a two-

for vocational curriculum, filed a com- 
plaint April 29 with the Illinois Pair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission, accord- 
Ing to an investigator for the commis- 
sion. The complaint charges Oakton with 
sex discrimination in setting salaries for 
the coming academic year. 


Mrs. Arns yesterday confirmed she has 


filed the complaint but had no further 
comment on the charges. 


MRS. ARNS' CHARGE is based on the 


fact that higher salaries have been given 
to administrators 
place below Mrs. 


Arns on the college's organizational 
chart. Mrs. Arns is in charge of all voca- 
tional programs at Oakton and super- 
vises teachers and coordinators of the 
college's vocational courses. 


On April 2 the college board of trustees 


approved a 9.4 per cent increase in sala- 
ry for Mrs. Arns effective July 1, raising 
her annual salary from $19,000 to $20,787. 


The board also approved salary in- 


creases for its other administrators. The 
college president received a 7.6 per cent 
increase to $34,500, the vice president for 
curriculum and instruction received an 
8.3 per cent increase to $29,367, the vice 
president for student development re- 
ceived an 8.1 percent increase to $27,037, 
the vice president for business and fi- 
nance received a 13 per cent increase to 
$26,312. 


THREE ACADEMIC DEANS, ranked

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Youth's computer 
takes top prize 


John Atherton wins calculator 


at McCormick Place exposition 


by KEGINA OEIILER 


John Atherton, a student at Plum 


Grove Junior High School in Rolling 
Meadows decided to Invent a light- 
operated computer communications 
system because "no one had done it 
before." 


The lanky eighth grader took his 


project down to the National Comput- 
er Conference and Exposition held 
this week at McCormick Place in 
Chicago. Pitting the merits of his 
product against five others developed 
by high school students from around 
th6 country, John walked off with 
first place in the design and con- 
struction category — and a $300 elec- 
tronic pocket calculator. 


John, who lives at 378 Meadow Ln., 


Palatine, will be entering his mass of 
wires, cardboard and see-through 
blue plastic again at the state sci- 
ence fair in Champaign-Urbana this 
weekend. 


BASICALLY, the computer com- 


munications system takes numbers 
fed into one end of the terminal and 
converts them into light flashes. 
These flashes are picked up at the 
other end and turned back into num- 
bers. 


John's model handles only one 


number at a time, but he said the 
system would easily be revised to 
handle additional numbers simulta- 
neously. His model uses light bulbs, 
but for longer distances, John said 
laser beams could be used effective- 
ly. 


A laser beam could be sent from 


the earth to the moon without too 
much difficulty, John said. He added 
that an experiment had shown the 
light would not be bent too much by 
earth's atmosphere on the way. 


THE SYSTEM could be used on 


earth, John said, if relay stations 
were established. Presently, comput- 
er terminals are connected through 
telephone wires and by radio fre- 
quencies. 


The entire project took about 200 


hours to complete. "He did it all by 
himself," Mrs. Robert Anderson, his 
mother, said proudly. She added that 
she had no idea how the machine 
worked. 


John said he first became'inter- 


ested in computers in sixth grade. "I 
wanted to learn how they work," he 
said. He now plans to become a com- 
puter trouble shooter, straightening 
out computer snags.

Jean Fisler: 


6It doesn't matter if I'm in the minority... 


I'll always vote according to my conscience'

"It doesn't make any difference, if I'm 


in a minority vote position. I will always 
vote according to my conscience," says 
Jean Fisler, a member of the High 
School Dist. 211 Board of Education. 


Because she sometimes does vote 


against the majority of the board Mrs. 
Fisler may give the impression that she 
is a rebel. Hardly. She's a small, soft- 
spoken woman from Palatine who's seen 
three daughters through high school. But 
her voice is loud enough to be heard con- 
sistently and persistently by board mem- 
bers, students, teachers, parents and ad- 
ministrators. 


Since she was appointed to the board 


last November and elected in April Mrs. 
Fisler has spoken out against the dis- 
cipline policy because she doesn't think it 
goes far enough to help a student before 
he is kicked out of school. 


"I don't take the position that there 


isn't ever a reason to expel but I feel we 
do have more expulsions than I would 
like to see," says Mrs. Fisler. She often 
has abstained from voting to expel stu- 
dents from school and recently she has 
been changing her vote to no, which usu- 
ally makes her the lone dissenter 
"I 


plan to maintain my independence," she 
says, but "that doesn't mean I will al- 
ways vote no on every discipline case." 


MRS. FISLER BELIEVES expulsion is 


an extreme measure of discipline and 
should be used only in rare cases when 
all other options have been explored She 
is particularly opposed to expelling stu- 
dents for poor school attendance. "I 
don't believe expelling for attendance 
violations 1$ valid," and she adds that it 
Is "pretty clear that expelling for attend- 
ance reasons would not hold up in 
court." That's her opinion based on 17 
years' experience as a practicing attor- 
ney in juvenile and family law in Califor-

nia. "I have talked to a number of attor- 
neys," she says, and they agree with 
her. 


"I object to some of the sanctions we 


apply for violations of the rules. We're 
very limited in our options. We just have 
detention, suspension and expulsion," 
says Mrs Fisler. More counseling for 
students could help both the student and 
the school "get at the root of the prob- 
lem," she says. "So many things are 
handled in a straight discipline manner." 


Because she has been so vocal on dis- 


cipline in recent months discipline may 
seem to be Mrs. Fisler's number one is- 
sue. She says it isn't. "I don't want to 
overlook highly gifted children, college- 
bound children, career students and spe- 
cial education students," she says. "Top 
quality education to meet the needs of all 
students in the district is my number one 
priority. Discipline is part of it but it is 
really subsidiary to the basic goal of the 
total educational program." 


Mrs. Fisler recognizes the needs of col- 


lege-bound, career and special education 
students but right now she is focusing 
her attention on a fourth category of stu- 
dents whom she describes as students 
"who are on the verge of being put out of 


the educational system, who for one rea- 
son or another are unable to adapt to our 
existing structure or programs." She 
says, "It is important for us to develop 
alternative education programs for stu- 
dents who have trouble in our system." 


MRS. FISLER IS chairman of a'spe- 


cial committee of the board to study al- 
ternative education. She has been vis- 
iting other schools to see what kinds of 
programs they have for students who 
can't make it in the regular school rou- 
tine. 


Mrs. Fisler believes she brings some 


expertise with her to the board and a 
background that "is helpful in giving me 
a broad perspective." Her father was a 
teacher and she believes she has "some 
understanding of a teacher's life." 


During the spring of 1970 Mrs. Fisler 


was the special assistant to the president 
of San Fernando Valley College and con- 
ducted investigations for student dis- 
cipline hearings. "I feel that experience 
was valuable," she says, because she 
was directly involved in discipline hear- 
ings and college administration. 


Mrs. Fisler now works as a consultant 


on youth for The Bridge Youth Services 
Bureau in Palatine. At the bureau she 
says she tries "to bridge the gap of un- 
derstanding between adults and young 
people. It's an opportunity to listen to 
adults as well as young people and lis- 
ten to their concerns and their interests." 
Mrs. Fisler says she has found that the 
basis of many problems of youth stem 
from a "lack of real communication" be- 
tween adults and young people. 


Mrs. Fisler views her position on the 


Dist. 211 board as a continuation of "my 
own personal growth process. I recognize 
that all of us are in different stages of 
learning and growing. I want to keep an 
open mind, a receptive mind and I want 
to continue to learn." 


Robert Seger: 


'Perhaps the board should take another look 


at the proposed location of the 7th school'

A referendum, a new high school and a 


change in attendance boundaries are 
three things Robert Seger sees down the 
road during his next three years on the 
High School Dist. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Seger is looking forward to those 


years. He's served on the board since 
1971 and he was reelected in an uncon- 
tested election last month. He's a plan- 
ner — a public relations man for a Chi- 
cago firm. He's looking ahead now — 
planning the future of the school district. 


Planning new school buildings and im- 


proving the old buildings will be one of 
the more important projects facing the 
board in the next three years, says Se- 
ger. The enrollment of the school district 
is growing and already the board is plan- 
ning to break ground for a sixth high 
school this spring. 


And the district's oldest school, Pala- 


tine High School, is in disrepair. "We 
have to make a decision soon on Palatine 
High School." says Seger. It could be 
torn down, it could be rebuilt or it could 
be renovated, he says, but he does not 
rule out the possibility that in a few 
years the school may cease to exist. The 
board could decide to move the students 
from Palatine to the sixth school when it 
opens in 1976, Seger said. 


THE DECISION on Palatine and deci- 


sions on all school facilities depend on 
population growth in the district, said Se- 
ger. Student enrollment "can't be pre- 
dicted three or four years ahead," he 
says, The board already has land set 
aside for a seventh and eighth high 
school but Seger says "maybe we won't 
need an eighth high school, maybe we 
won't need a seventh." 


Right now Seger thinks the board 


should take another look at the location 
of the district's seventh high school. The 
board is planning to put the school on 
Wise Road in the southeast portion of the 
district. Since that decision was made a

new housing development, containing 
about 4,400 living units, has been planned 
for the Westbury subdivision of Hoffman 
Estates in the northwest portion of the 
distnct, Perhaps the seventh high school 
should be built near there, says Seger. 


Whatever the decision, a new high 


school will mean "a big eruption in 
boundary lines," says Seger. When the 
sixth school opens students will probably 
be taken from Palatine and Fremd High 
School to fill it. Right now some students 
who live near Dundee Road are bused 
past Palatine to Fremd High School. 


All five of the district's high school 


buildings could use some improvements, 
says Seger. They need swimming pools, 
auditoriums 
and 
Schaumburg 
High 


School needs a larger cafeteria and more 
vocational facilities, he says. 


All this takes money, he says, and 


Dist. 211 doesn't have it. The board may 
hold a bond referendum next fall to raise 
funds for facilities. Seger thinks the ref- 
erendum should be split into three parts, 
one for swimming pools, one for audito- 
riums, and the last for improvements at 
Schaumburg and Palatine high schools 
and funds to build the sixth, seventh and 
eighth high schools. If people are not in 
favor of swimming pools, they can vote 
against that part of the referendum, he 
says. 


BUT SEGER is concerned with more 


than buildings at Dist. 211. He is in favor 
of the district's discipline policy which 
has been criticized recently by one board 
member and some students and parents 
in Dist. 211 because it allows for the ex- 
pulsion of students for poor attendance. 


"There's a big fuss over the discipline 


thing," says Seger. "I don't think there 
is going to be a big change. Whatever 
our pollicy is it is going to be enforced 
and interpreted by individual discipline 
officers. I think frankly it is a little over- 
blown." 


Seger said "I'm convinced that the 


kids we have expelled deserved to be ex- 
pelled. There is no doubt in my mind 
that they got what was coming to them." 


Seger is the only board member who 


lives in Schaumburg Township, despite 
his efforts to urge his neighbors to run 
for the board. "I have a complaint that 
we have six people on the board from 
Palatine Township and it's Schaumburg 
Township's fault," he says. However the 
lack of balance really doesn't do any 
harm, says Seger. "I don't know of any 
decision made because it was good for 
one township," he says. 


THE DIST. 211 board almost always 


votes unanimously except in discipline 
matters. Seger said all members do their 
homework. "They know what the an- 
swers are before they come to the meet- 
ing." 


Seger, formerly 'a newsman in Rock- 


ford, thinks the Illinois open meeting 
law, which forbids public boards from 
meeting in private except in special 
cases, should be "enforced completely. I 
think we should stick to the letter of the 
law and the spirit of the law. I think we 
have been a very open board and we try 
to be cooperative." 


Seger believes he has a good rapport 


with students, teachers and adminis- 
trators at Dist. 211. "I tell them exactly 
what I think," he says, and "I want 
people to speak to me with as much can- 
dor as I speak to them." 


PALATINE'S NINTH water well has

Robert Owen Atcher win be 60 years 


old Saturday. 


And he intends to celebrate by having 


dinner quietly at home with his wife, 
Maggie. "When you've had as many as I 
have had, there's nothing new or particu- 
larly exciting about birthdays," he said. 


People know Bob Atcher, the Country 


and Western entertainer, and Robert 0. 
Atcher, mayor of Schaumburg, one of the 
fastest growing communities in the na- 
tion. But what about the man from Har- 
din County, Ky., who lies beneath those 
public personalities? 


Between the ages of 14 and 45, Bob 


Atcher admits he ran rather than 
walked But now he looks forward to 
slowing down a bit and doing some of the 
things he's always had a hankering for. 


HIS PLANS WERE made years ago to 


retire at about 60. "When I finish my 
present term as mayor,-I'll be 61," he 
said 


Then he intends to leave public office 


and get down to "doing some of the 
things I've always wanted to get into." 


Though he has written hundreds of 


songs, "there are more to be done," 
many of which he hopes to record At- 
cher says he writes best "under pres- 
sure," a technique developed from years 
of creating advertising jingles on a mo- 
ment's notice. Yet, "some of the best 
songs I've ever written have come to me 
in the middle of the night," he said. 


There are vacations to be taken. "It's 


only in the past two years that Maggie 
and I have been able to do any traveling 
and though we've only scratched the sur- 
face, it's whetted our appetites for 
more " They plan to visit "countries that 
welcome country singers" including Eng- 
land, Germany and Japan "where my 
last big royalty check came from." 


FILMS ARE A remote possibility. "I 


don't know, though, maybe character 
parts," he said. Atcher believes he's "not 
been a romantic figure since about age 
30" and even then said he was never con- 
sidered a matinee idol. "I'm a story tell- 
er " 


Bob Atcher looks forward to the day he 


can sleep as long as he wants but admits 
his time may be committed by then. 


He's considering a suggestion from his 


"kid brother," Randy, who retired from 
the entertainment world five years ago 
at age 50 and began selling real estate. 
"In the past couple of years he has done 
better financially than ever before in his 
life. And he loves the work," Atcher 


said He thinks he may begin studying 
for a license. 


Reaching the golden age of 60, Bob At- 


cher agreed to comment on a number of 
things, and occasionally sprinkled in 
some sayings from his philosopher-grand- 
father, Robert Ray. 


• On advice to young people: "To each 


his own, only be happy in what you are 
doing," he said. He thinks young Ameri- 
cans need to regain respect for their 
country. Grandfather Ray told a young 
Bob Atcher "the ladder to success goes 
straight up." 


• On the "new morality:" Atcher be- 


lieves the "age of permissiveness is 
wrong. 


"I don't think any happiness comes 


from satisfying the desire of the mo- 
ment Respect of self is important and 
that is not achieved by following what is 
described in the best seller of the day." 


• On Watergate: He is "totally dis- 


mayed" by what he reads in President 
Nixon's transcribed tapes. "I don't use 
four-letter words. I know many who do 
and I like these people, but it still de- 
notes nothing but a lack of vocabulary to 
me." 


He said he kept reading the transcripts 


for "direction" from Nixon. 


"I didn't find it," he added. 
• On life in general: "I've always had 


a tendency to go whole hog into things. 
When I get involved in one thing, I pull 
out of all else I'm doing," he said. This 
attitude, he admits probably came from 
"Papa" Ray's counsel "A man with his 
heart in one job and his hands in another 
makes a success at neither."

Suspended 
Arlington cop 
explains case 


Arlington Heights Police Sgt. Jack We- 


ber testified Thursday that he was at- 
tempting to exchange a faulty aquarium 
thermometer when he was apprehended 
by security personnel of the Palatine 
K-Mart discount store. 


Weber also acknowledged that he was 


acting outside "normal procedure" at 
the time of his apprehension, March 21. 
He was testifying in his own defense at a 
hearing of the Arlington Heigr-ts Fire 
and Police Commission to consider 
charges against him and his possible dis- 
missal from the department. 


Police Chief L. W. Calderwood had 


charged Weber with conduct unbecoming 
a police officer by " . . . 
attempting to 


return merchandise in other than a regu- 
latory manner" at the store. 


THE COMMISSION ruling will be an- 


nounced Saturday morning. The commis- 
sion can dismiss Weber from the force or 
reinstate him, if it finds the charge un- 
founded. A third option is to return We- 
ber to duty, citing his suspension since 
March as sufficient punishment. 


Weber, a 12-year veteran of the Arling- 


ton Heights Police Department, was 
stopped by security personnel as he at- 
tempted to leave the store with sabre 
saw blades and the thermometer with a 
total value of $1.71 in his coat pockets. 
Weber said he was on his way to his 
truck to get a faulty themometer so that 
he could exchange it for the one in his 
pocket. 


Calderwood was the first witness 


called by village prosecutor Richard 
Thomas. Calderwood testified he first 
learned of the incident on March 22, the 
morning after it occurred. 


Weber has been suspended from the 


department without pay since March 22. 


CALDERWOOD ORIGINALLY recom- 


mended that Weber be dismissed from 
the department, but during Thursday's 
headng he withdrew the recommenda- 
tion. He said determination of the punish- 
ment was the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion. 


Richard Buns, K-Mart security man- 


ager, testified he observed Weber open 
two plastic "blister packs" and place the 
contents in his coat pockets. He said We- 
ber left the empty containers in other 
parts of the store. 


He said he stopped Weber after he had 


gone through the checkout line and paid 
for other items. He said Weber at first 
denied having merchandise that he did 
not pay for, but when asked about the 
blades and thermometer in his pockets, 
Weber reportedly replied, "Let's go back 
inside the store." 


Weber then said he intended to ex- 


change the thermometer for faulty one 
in his truck, Buhs said. 


Under cross-examination by Weber's 


attorney, Warren G. Petersen, Buhs said 
the exchange and refund policy was not 
posted in the store. 


PETERSON, FORMER village prose- 


cutor, at this point asked that the 
charges be dropped because the policy 
was not posted and a "service desk 
might mean nothing to a male shopper."

Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes

Huge increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year. 


The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase/' said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J, Cullerton. 


Township valuation increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schiumburg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million, 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier for Cook 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist.-54 dropped from 7.516 to 
7.360 per $100 'assessed valuation. 


In Wheeling and Palatine townships, 


where the 4.76 and 9.66 per cent increas- 
es are similar to the proposed 6.9 per 
cent equalizer reduction, impact of the 
totals is impossible to predict, the 
spokesman said. 


'"Our experience in 1972 when we had 


large increases was that even thougn as- 
sessments increased, there was a de- 


crease in the tax rate and a decrease or 
little change in the tax bill," the spokes- 
man said. "You could get an increased 
assessed valuation but a adecreased tax 
bill." 


THE FIGURES announced Thursday 


could affect local tax bodies in two 
ways: 


• The assessment increases will raise 


the ceiling on purchase of tax anticipa- 
tion warrants and will increase bonding 
power. 


• The decreased multiplier could cause

Project entered in state competition 
Youth's computer wins science fair

John Atherton, a student at Plum 


Grove Junior High School in Rolling*" 
Meadows decided to invent a light? 
operated computer communications 
system because "no one had done it 
before." 


The lanky eighth grader took his 


project down to the National Coraput-, 
er Conference and Exposition held 
this week at McCormick Place in 
Chicago. Pitting the merits of his 
product against five others developed 
by high school students from around 
the country, John walked off with 
first place in the design and con- 


struction category — and a $300 elec- 
tronic pocket calculator. 


John, who lives at 378 Meadow Ln., 


Palatine, will be entering his mass of 
wires, cardboard and see-through 
blue plastic again at the state sci- 
ence fair in Champaign-Urbana this 
weekend. 


BASICALLY, the computer com- 


munications system takes numbers 
fed into one, end of the terminal and 
converts them into light flashes. 
These flashes are picked up at the 
other end and turned back into num- 
bers. 


John's model handles only one 


number at a time, but he said the 
system would easily be revised to 
handle additional numbers simulta- 
neously. His model uses light bulbs, 
but for longer distances, John said 
laser beams could be used effective- 
ly. 


A laser beam could be sent from 


the earth to the moon without too 
much difficulty, John said. He added 
that an experiment had shown the 
light would not be bent too much by 
earth's atmosphere on the way. 


THE SYSTEM could be used on 


earth, John said, if relay stations 


were established. Presently, comput- 
er terminals are connected through 
telephone wires and by radio fre- 
quencies. 


The entire project took about 200 


hours to complete. "He did it all by 
himself," Mrs. Robert Anderson, his 
mother, said proudly. She added that 
she had no idea how the machine 
worked. 


John said he first became inter- 


ested in computers in sixth grade. "I 
wanted to learn how they work," he 
said. He now plans to become a com- 
puter trouble shooter, straightening 
out computer snags.

Mrs. Arns is in charge of all voca- 
tional programs at Oakton and super- 
vises teachers and coordinators of the 
college's vocational courses. 


On April 2 the college board of trustees 


approved a 9.4 per cent increase in sala- 
ry for Mrs, Arns effective July 1, raising 
her annual salary from si9,ooo to $20,787. 


The board also approved salary in- 


creases for its other administrators. The 
college president received a 7.6 per cent 
increase to $34,500, the vice president for

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Unified schools 
recommended for 
Schaumburg Twp. 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


C o m b i n i n g elementary and high 


schools in Schaumburg Township under a 
single administration and board will be 
recommended by Ralph Belnap tonight. 


Belnap has been conducting a unifica- 


tion study with a team of Northern Illi- 
nois University professors for the com- 
munity's Unit District Committee. The 
completed report will be presented to the 
committee and public at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Great Hall, 231 S. Civic Dr., Schaum- 
burg. The largest part of the study's cost 
was financed through a $5,000 grant from 
the Schaumburg United Party. 


The report is a comprehensive study 


on Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, Pala- 
tine Township Dist. 15 and High School 
Dist. 211, which serves both townships. 


It includes a complete analysis of pre- 


sent education programs, school financ- 
ing, projections on enrollment, and cur- 
rent community and school facilities and 
sites. 


Belnap said h is feasible for Schaum- 


burg Township to incorporate into a unit 
district. He will present this suggestion 
to the committee with alternative meth- 
ods for incorporating into a unit district. 


Once hired by the committee, Belnap 


conducted the study independently. The 
committee was formed in Schaumburg 
last year to investigate the advisability 
of school unification. The committee has 


operated independent of political or 
school district directions. 


According to one survey, the com- 


mittee is likely to make a recommenda- 
tion about the report's findings. The 
source indicated that both the committee 
and the school districts involved will be 
carefully analyzing Belnap's recommen- 
dations and alternatives. 


Although the committee's recommen- 


dations cannot force any board action, 
the group could lead a petition drive for 
unification if it approves Belnap's recom- 
mendation. 


SIGNATURES FROM 200 citizens of 


the community involved are required to 
petition for redistricting the area. These 
petitions are then sent to the Cook Coun- 
ty superintendent who may call for a ref- 
erendum on the issue. 


Citizens within the area proposed for 


redistricting must pass the referendum 
for reorganization. Once approved, the 
superintendent would call for the election 
of a new school board for the unit district 
which would become effective the follow- 
ing fiscal year starting July 1. 


These details, as well as the financial 


a n d educational repercussions, are 
spelled out in the study. 


Currently only Illinois and California 


allow dual school districts where the ele- 
mentary and high school districts have 
separate administrations and boards. 


Nursing home site to be sold 


The site of a proposed nursing-care fa- 


cility on Kirchoff Road west of 111. Rte. 
S3 will likely be sold by the nursing home 
development owners. 


Robert Roskamp of Roskamp Enter- 


prises said since his firm deals only in 
the development of nursing homes, he 
will probably sell the seven-acre site. 


Roskamp was twice turned down by 


the city council when he sought to rezone 
the single-family-zoned land for nursing 
home use. Residents living on the north 
side of Kirchoff Road in the Plum Grove 
Countryside and Winthrop Village subdi- 
visions and on the south side of Kirchoff 
in unincorporated Palatine Township had 
opposed the attempts. 


Roskamp said he has had several of- 


fers for the property, including one from 
a religious organization which did not 
have sufficient funds for a purchase, and 
from some residential builders. 


An offer that Roskamp had made to 


sell part of the wooded property to the 
Rolling Meadows Park District if it 
wanted the land still is open; Roskamp 
added. "I'd be happy to sell it to them or 
even a portion of it." He said, however, 
the park district has not expressed inter- 
est in the land.

Jean Fisler: 


6It doesn't matter if I'm in the minority... 


I'll always vote according to my conscience'

"It doesn't make any difference if I'm 


in a minority vote position. I will always 
vote according to my conscience," says 
Jean Fisler, a member of the High 
School Dist, 211 Board of Education. 


Because she sometimes does vote 


against the majority of the board Mrs. 
Fisler may give the impression that she 
is a rebel. Hardly. She's a small, soft- 
spoken woman from Palatine who's seen 
three daughters through high school. But 
her voice is loud enough to be heard con- 
sistently and persistently by board mem- 
bers, students, teachers, parents and ad- 
ministrators. 


Since she was appointed to the board 


last November and elected in April Mrs. 
Fisler has spoken out against the dis- 
cipline policy because she doesn't think it 
goes far enough to help a student before 
he is kicked out of school, 


"I don't take the position that there 


Isn't ever a reason to expel but I feel we 
do have more expulsions than I would 
like to see," says Mrs. Fisler, She often 
has abstained from voting to expel stu- 
dents from school and recently she has 
been changing her vote to no, which usu- 
ally makes her the lone dissenter, "I 
plan to maintain my independence," she 
says, but "that doesn't mean I will al- 
ways vote no on every discipline case," 


MRS. FISLER BELIEVES expulsion is 


an extreme measure of discipline and 
should be used only in rare cases when 
all other options have been explored. She 
is particularly opposed to expelling stu- 
dents for poor school attendance. "I 
don't believe expelling for attendance 
violations is valid," and she adds that it 
is "pretty clear that expelling for attend- 
ance reasons would not hold up In 
court," That's her opinion based on 17 
years' experience as a practicing attor- 
ney in juvenile and family law in Califor-

nia. "I have talked to a number of attor- 
neys," she says, and they agree with 
her. 


"I object to some of the sanctions we 


apply for violations of the rules. We're 
very limited in, our options. We just have 
detention, suspension and expulsion," 
says Mrs. Fisler. More counseling for 
students could help both the student and 
the school "get at the root of the prob- 
lem," she says. "So many things are 
handled in a straight discipline manner." 


Because she has been so vocal on dis- 


cipline in recent months discipline may 
seem to be Mrs. Fisler's number one is- 
sue. She says it isn't. "I don't want to 
overlook highly gifted children, college- 
bound children, career students and spe- 
cial education students," she says. "Top 
quality education to meet the needs of all 
students in the district Is my number one 
priority. Discipline is part of it but it is 
really subsidiary to the basic goal of the 
total educational program." 


Mrs. Fisler recognizes the needs of col- 


lege-bound, career and special education 
students but right now she is focusing 
her attention on a fourth category of stu- 
dents whom she describes as students 
"who are on the verge of being put out of 


the educational system, who for one rea- 
son or another are unable to adapt to our 
existing structure or programs." She 
says, "It is important for us to develop 
alternative education programs for stu- 
dents who have trouble in our system." 


MRS. FISLER IS chairman of a spe- 


cial committee of the board to study al- 
ternative education.

people. It's an opportunity to listen to 
adults as well as young people and lis- 
ten to their concerns and their interests."

Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes

Huge Increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year.

from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Township valuation increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumburg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million. 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which' are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced a.6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier for Cook 
County, 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois 
counties,, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for

Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year,- will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county

Estes 
termed the existing zoning "violent" and 
"obnoxious," and said development of 
the apartments "would be spot zoning, a 
parasitic pattern which would intrude 
into an existing pattern of single-family 
dwellings" In the area. Th land is west of 
Pleasant Street and would be along both 
sides of Library Lane if Library were 
extended west through the property. 


The land was annexed to Hoffman Es- 


tates six years ago, and the apartment 
zoning was applied to it upon annexation. 
During recent trial on the 1968-69 zoning 
bribery scandal involving past village of- 
ficials, and Kaufman and Broad Inc., 
Camelot Corp. was named as having 


paid bribes to obtain the annexation and 
zoning. Camelot officers have denied the 
allegation. 
Village officials say the 


charge did not prompt the proposed re- 
zoning, which instead results from ex- 
piration of the annexation — zoning 
agreement, they maintain. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the commission

Soaring assessed valuations may reduce property taxes 


by AL MESSEHSCHMIDT 


Huge Increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year. 


The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Township valuation increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumburg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. Up 24.0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million. 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12.9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced-a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier .for Cook' 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among 'Illinois 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist. 54 dropped from 7.516 to 
7.360 per $100 assessed valuation. 


In Wheeling and Palatine townships, 


where the 4.76 and 9.66 per cent increas- 
es are similar to the proposed 6.9 per 
cent equalizer reduction, impact of the 
totals is impossible to predict, the 
spokesman said. 


"Our experience in 1972 when we had 


large increases was that even though as- 
sessments increased, there was a de- 


crease in the tax rate and a decrease or 
little change in the tax bill," the spokes- 
man said. "You could get an increased 
assessed valuation but a adecreased tax 
bill." 


THE FIGURES announced Thursday 


could affect local .tax bodies in two 
ways: 


• The assessment increases will raise 


the ceiling on purchase of tax anticipa; 
tion warrants and will increase bonding 
power. 


• The decreased multiplier could cause

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Control of village board on line 
Next year's election seen 
as critical battle for power

A news analysis 


The resignation this week of Mount 


Prospect Village Trustee Patrick J. Link 
has prompted political eyes to turn to- 
ward next year's local election, in which 
control of the village board will be at 
Make. 


The 197S off-year election looms as a 


critical power struggle, with five of the 
six trustee seats up for election. 


Incumbents have been generally non- 


committal about their plans, while oppo- 
nents have started the wheels in motion 
to run a full slate of challengers. 


OFF-YEAR elections, in which the 


mayoral seat is not contested, traditio- 
nally involve only three trustee positions, 
as the six terms are staggered. Next 
year's election, however, has taken on 
added importance with the resignation 
last December of Trustee Donald B. 
Furst, and this week's announcement by 
Link that he too plans to step down be- 
fore his term expires. Appointees to the 
two seats by law serve only until the 
next general election, when the remain- 
der of the terms are to be filled. 


The difference between an election 


with five seats at stake versus an elec- 
tion involving three seats represents 


much more than the arithmetical two 
spots. 


As Mayor Robert D. Teichert puts it, 


attention in a three-seat campaign is fo- 
cused on the individual candidates. How- 
ever, when five seats are up for grabs — 
or even four, for that matter, as both 
constitute a controlling majority of the 
seven-member board — the key factor 
shifts away from individuals to issues. 


In an election such as 1975's, in which 


a majority of village board seats will be 
determined, Teichert noted: "Everyone 
has to be concerned as to what the long- 
range plans are — what philosophies and 
policies have been developed and are in 
the process of being implemented. The 
question becomes; 'Will these be contin- 
ued or discontinued?' That has to be an 
issue in an election like this." 


IT'S ANTICIPATED that the lineups 


will fall into the categories of Incumbent 
vs. Challenger, however no clear picture 
has emerged yet of who the pawns in the 
showdown will be. 


Trustee 0. T. Gustus, who was appoint- 


ed to the board last December to fill 
Furst's vacancy, is the only incumbent 
so far to state publicly his intention to 
run'next year. 


The other three trustees whose terms 


will expire next April — George B. An- 
derson, Richard N. Hendricks and Ken- 
neth V. Scholten — say they haven't yet 
made up their minds whether to seek an- 
other term. 


Anderson is in the process of buifiung- 


an office for his engineering practice, 
and says his political future will depend 
on the timing of when the building is 
completed and how great a demand the 
business will be on his time. Hendricsks 
says "it's too early" to decide, but notes':" 
"At some point you have to go back to 
the people for your report card." Schol- 
ten claims "I don't know whether I will 
run. I make up my mind one way, then I 
make up my mind the other way." The 
fifth seat, vacated by Link, is expected" 
to be filled by appointment later this 
month. 


MEANWHILE, THE forces that unsuc- 


cessfully challenged incumbents in the 
1973 election are regrouping in prepara- 
tion of next year's contest, and the fact 
that more is at stake in 1975 has not been 
lost on them. "Itwill be kind of an inter- 
esting race," mused Edward B. Rhea, a 
write-in candidate for trustee last year 
and a political ally of Michael H. Minton, 
whose bid to unseat Teichert as mayor

Dan Vondran, chief negotiator for the

was drawn up with input from the entire 
association membership. Vondran said 
be could not predict what course negotia- 
tions would bake or how long bargaining 
will go on. 


"They will consider our views and then 


they will give us their views for consid- 
eration," Vondran said. 


For the first time in several years, the 


board will not be represented by a pro- 
fessional negotiator. A board team will 
act as negotiators on behalf of the board 
and Richard Zwieback, who has served 
as tine board's professional negotiator the 
last two years, will serve as the board's 
consultant.

Stamm, the board has already assigned 
the council the task of gathering public 
opinion on a proposed program now 
being considered by the board — allow- 
ing children to enter kindergarten upon 
reaching'their fifth birthday.

Hotlines cited 
Township won 9t join youth bureau 


Wheeling Township will not become 


part of the Regional Youth Services Bu- 
reau because the township already has 
adequate telephone counseling "hot- 
lines," a service the bureau primarily 
provides, according to township officials. 


"We already have three — Turning 


Point in Arlington Heights, Prospectus in 
Mount Prospect and Omni House (Wheel* 
ing) in Wheeling Township and feel there 
is no need for another one," said Ethel 
Kolerus, supervisor. 


The Regional Youth Services Bureau, 


financially supported by the three area 
townships with pledges of $19,000 each, 
provides health service, family coun- 
seling and walk-in service. 


Mrs. Kolerus said that the decision is 


not final at this time and that the Wheel- 
ing Township youth committee will ex- 
plore the other services the bureau pro- 
vides. 


"We may tie into one aspect of it (the 


bureau)," Mrs. Kolerus said. The youth 
committee will conduct a survey on the 
need for such services before the town- 


ship commits itself financially, she 
added. 


IN THE NEW Wheeling Township 


budget, $25,000 has been allocated to 
youth services. A hearing will be held 
May 21 and the budget is expected to be 
ratified 


Federal revenue sharing money has 


been distributed to three youth agencies 
by the township. The Bridge in Palatine 
and Omni House both received $10,000 
each and Prospectus received $2,000 in 
federal money. 


Some progress in teacher salary talks 


Negotiating teams for teachers and the 


school board made progress on settling 
the 1974-75 Dist. 21 contract Wednesday 
night according to Associate Supt. John 
Barger. 


The meeting broke an impasse de- 


clared by the Wheeling Faculty Council 
Monday, after teachers refused to accept 
the 12 per cent salary raise offered by 
the school board. 


The teachers proposed a 12.2 per cent 


pay hike with an increase of $50 per year 
year in the amounts paid to instructors 


for supervising extracurricular activi- 
ties. The difference between the two pro- 
posals amounted to about $9,418. 


Barger, chief negotiator for the school 


board, said Thursday new proposals 
were exchanged at Wednesday's meet- 
ing. 


"We're closer together than we were," 


he said. 


The associate superintendent added 


that he is hopeful that an agreement on 
the contract will be reached at the next 
negotiating session scheduled for 4 p.m. 
Monday.

Pist*. 23 wmpup 
Plea for more 
staff approved 


The Dist. 23 school board Wednesday approved an adminis- 


tration request for additional staff personnel for the 1974-75 
school year. Three new positions will be opened including a 
librarian, a learning-disabilities teacher and a school nurse. 


The board also approved a request for the hiring of an 


additional teacher but the position will be filled only if enroll- 
ment increases at Eisenhower or John Muir schools necessi- 
tates an added teacher at one of these schools. 


The staff increase will mean the district will have two li- 


brarians in addition to library clerks, a learning-disabilities 
teacher at each school, and two district nurses. 


The proposed salaries for each position are $9,000 for the 


librarian, $8,300 for the learning-disabilities teacher, $6,500 for 
the school nurse and $8,300 for the reserve teacher, 


No other additional staff recommendations are expected 


according to Assistant Supt. Tom Rich. 


Payroll service OKd 


The board also approved a recommendation from Business 


Mgr, James Hendren that Continental Bank be hired to pro- 
vide computer payroll service for the district next year, The 
cost of the service is $1,700. 


Hendren said several other districts in the area have con- 


tracted with Continental for this service. The Northwest 
Educational Cooperative computer network, which had pro- 
vided data processing services to all NEC districts this year, 
has been disbanded, forcing NEC districts to seek outside 
computer services. 


Hendren said the district will actually be saving money by 


using the outside service, possibly as much as $4,000.' 


The board approved the sale of two of its mobile units 


which were not in use. Our Saviour Free Church of Wheeling, 
the only bidder for the two units, purchased the mobiles for a 
total cost of $800.

The second board meeting of June will be held June 19

fell short. "There's a full balance of pow- 
er available — a super-majority." 


Rhea says his own political ambitions 


are uncertain. Minton, though, is ready 
and willing to make another stab at run- 
ning for office "I do intend to run again, 
and I would hope that a slate could be 
gathered," he said. Minton indicated he 
hoped Rhea and Warren W. Arend would 
join him on a ticket, but said "nothing 
has been formalized" as yet. 


Rhea and Arend were the driving 


forces behind formation of a group 
known as the Active Citizens Assn. last 
fall, which they indicated would become 
involved In major issues facing the vil- 
lage. 


THE GROUP, HOWEVER, hasn't been 


heard 
from 
much. 
Rhea 
explains: 


"There's nothing to do. When it appeared 
subsidized housing was going to be an 
issue, we were all geared up. Then it 
kind of died." Similarly, "we started 
gear up again" when the village 
making preparations for a referendum 
buy the Rob Roy Golf Course, but that 
too soon subsided. 


Issues in next year's campaign are ex- 


pected to be much the same as the issues 
in last year's election. Minton and Rhea 
listed several for starters: "Taxes, hous- 
ing (primarily the influx of multifamily 
housing), downtown redevelopment and 
police department expansion. 


It's still early, but pieces should begin 


falling into place on both sides by late 
fall or early winter in anticipation of the 
April showdown.

2 from area 
face charges 


Two area youths have been indicted by 


a Cook County Grand Jury on charges 
stemming from a collision in January of 
this, year that took the life of a 73-year- 
old Des Plaines man. 


The indictments were returned Tues- 


day in the Des Plaines branch of the 
Cook County Circuit Court against Mi- 
chael Massillo, 18, of 1821 Birch St., Des 
Plaines, and a Buffalo Grove youth, Don- 
ald Swinney, 17, of 1070 Twisted Oak Ln. 


Massillo is charged with involuntary 


manslaughter while Swinney was in- 
dicted for a charge of drag racing. 


According to Des Plaines police re- 


ports, Massillo was the driver of the auto 
that struck another car at Oakton and 
Oxford streets Jan. 17, fatally injuring its 
driver, Robert Johnson, 510 Oakton St. 


The crash injured Johnson's 69-year- 


old wife and two grandchildren, ages 12 
and 14, who were with him. A Mount 
Prospect youth, who was riding in the 
auto driven by Massillo, also was in- 
jured. 


Police said the crash occurred as John- 


son was pulling onto Oakton when the 
MassUlo-driven auto slammed into it 
traveling at a high rate of speed. Police 
later said Massillo was involved in drag 
racing with Swinney at the time. 


Police said Swinney learned authorities 


traced his identity and he turned himself 
in. 


Massillo is currently free on bond and

Huge Increases in assessed valuations 


announced Thursday could stabilize or 
reduce real estate taxes in Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg townships this 
year.

The "general pattern" of large town- 


ship assessment increases — caused by 
new construction, reduction of vacant 
land and a shift of the county tax burden 
from residential to commercial property 
— could "mean a decrease in tax bills or 
little increase," said a spokesman for As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Township valuation increases released 


by Cullerton included: 


• Schaumbnrg. An increase of 55.8 per 


cent from $153 million to $238 million, 
largest in Cook County in 1973. 


• Maine. Up 24,0 per cent from $378 


million to $470 million. 


• Elk Grove. An increase of 29.63 per 


cent from $285 million to $369 million. 


• Wheeling. Up about 4.76 per cent 


from $330 million to $346 million. 


• Palatine. Up 9.66 per cent from $182 


million to $200 million. 


Total valuation of the county is an esti- 


mated $12,9 billion, an increase of 7 per 
cent, the spokesman said. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE that could re- 


duce 1973 real estate taxes which are 
paid this year, the state department of 
local government affairs announced a 6.9 
per cent drop in the multiplier for Cook 
County. 


The multiplier, used to equalize as- 


sessed valuations because of differences 
in assessment procedures among Illinois' 
counties, will drop from 1.59 to 1.48 for 
Cook Couny, 
, 


Release of local rates is expected after 


a May 27 public hearing in Chicago. The 
hearing, required for the first time by 
statute this year, will seek testimony on 
the proposed 1.48 multiplier. 


IN ELK GROVE, Maine and Schaum- 


burg townships where large assessment 
increases were listed, tax rates could 
drop if local taxing bodies have made 
substantial spending increases. 


The homeowner's total real estate tax 


could drop or remain the same if his as- 
sessment did not increase greatly in the 
quadrennial reassessment of property 
this year. 


Last year, Schaumburg led the county 


with a 23.5 per cent assessment increase 
and the tax rate in Schaumburg Town- 
ship School Dist. 54 dropped from 7.516 to 
7.360 per $100 assessed valuation. 


In Wheeling and Palatine townships, 


where the 4.76 and 9.66 per cent increas- 
es are similar to the proposed 6.9 per 
cent equalizer reduction, impact of the 
totals is impossible to predict, the 
spokesman said. 


"Our experience in 1972 when we had 


large increases was that even though as-

23 wrapup 
Plea for more 
staff approved 


The Dist. 23 school board Wednesday,approved an adminis- 


tration request for additional staff personnel for the 1974-75 
school year. Three new positions will be opened including a 
librarian, a learning-disabilities teacher and a school nurse. 


The board also approved a request for the hiring of an 


additional teacher but the position will be filled only if enroll- 
ment increases at Eisenhower or John Muir schools necessi- 
tate* an added teacher at one of these schools. 


The staff increase will mean the district will have two li- 


brarians in addition to library clerks, a learning-disabilities 
teacher at each school, and two district nurses. 


The proposed salaries for each position are $9,000 for the 


librarian, $8,300 for the learning-disabilities teacher, $6,500 for 
the school nurse and $8,300 for the reserve teacher. 


No other additional staff recommendations are expected 


according to Assistant Supt. Tom Rich. 


Payroll service OKd 


The board also approved a recommendation from Business 


Mgr. James Hendren that Continental Bank be hired to pro- 
vide computer payroll service for the district next year. The 
cost of the service is $1,700. 


Hendren said several other districts in the area have con- 


tracted with Continental for this service. The Northwest 
Educational Cooperative computer network, which had pro- 
vided data processing services to all NEC districts this year, 
has been disbanded, forcing NEC districts to seek outside 
computer services. 


Hendren said the district will actually be saving money by 


using the outside service, possibly as much as $4,000. 


The board approved the sale of two of its mobile units 


which were not in use. Our Saviour Free Church of Wheeling, 
the only bidder for the two units, purchased the mobiles for a 
total coat of $800. 


New board meeting date 


The second board meeting of June will be held June 19 


rather than June 12. The schedule change was needed to 
avoid a conflict with graduation. -
